A bill was introduced In the House 
yesterday which appropriates $500,000 for 
the relief of sufferers from the floods on 
the lower Mississippi. 

A dill was introduced in the Senate 
yesterday for the admission of the State of 
Dakota into the Union on an equal footing 
w ith the original States. 

The worst wind and storm of the sea¬ 
son is reported at Bismarck, Dak. It is 
growing colder at St. Paul, and a blizzard 
threatens the Northwest. 


St. Louw has raised $20,000 to defray 
the expenses of the National Democratic 
Convention,*and has sent a strong com¬ 
mittee to Washington to secure it, it pos¬ 
sible. 

Representative Belfohd introduced 
a resolution yesterday asking the Secrc- 
larv of State to report any communica¬ 
tions received from Princo Bismarck 
relative to the Lasker resolution. 


A bill that if passed will break up all 
mannor of gambling in Kentucky is now 
before the Committee on Codes of Practice 
and will be favorably reported. The pen¬ 
alty is confinement in the penitentiary for 
from one to three years.

4 Irrult 4/ourt timing t ndcr W ay—Three Mur¬ 
derer* to He Tried —A esllhv-Man’* Gift to 

III* mre.

Nicholasville, Ky., Feb. 18.—Circuit 
Court convened here to-day, with 170 cases 
on the dockets. Judge Jerre R. Morton 
gave a lengthy and very full charge to the 
grand jury, laying particular stress upon 
selling and giving whisky to minors, gaming, 
violating the Sabbath, etc. 

Thero are three prisoners in jail for mur¬ 
der, viz,: George B. Letcher, Jim Bennett 
and Henry Spillman, the last two being des¬ 
perate negroes. 

Mr. A. L. Christman was appointed fore¬ 
man of the grand jury. 

Mr. Rudolph Weisor, who last year clear¬ 
ed 115,000 on a railroad contract in Mexico, 
and who, it will be remembered, married 
Miss Mary Lu&k, of this county, purchased 
the Clark farm, on the Newtown pike, seven 
mile* from Lexingtou and five from George¬ 
town. The farm contains 400 acres. The 
price paid by Mr. Weiser was $40,000 cash, 
nnd had it deeded to his wife, Mrs. Mary 
Weiser. 

News was recoived here to-day of a cow¬ 
ardly attempt to assassinate Mr. C. B. 
Clarkson, in Marble precinct, lost Saturday 
night. Mr. Clarkson was returning home 
when a party concealed by the road attacked 
him. Ho was knocked off his horse. The 
party then opened fire on him. Eleven bul¬ 
lets passed through his clothing. One made 
a slight wound in his side, another parsed 
through his leg. Clarkson by that time suc¬ 
ceeded in drawing his pbtol and fired upon 
the crowd. Thov gave back. Ho then ran 
to the house of Mr. Wm. Underwood. The 
party pursued him ami some of them 
even entered the house, but the inmates of 
tho house brought their guns to Iwar upon 
the attacking party, which alone saved the 
live of Clarkson. 

To-day John Allison was lodged in jail os 
being one of the parties. Warrant* wore 
also Issued for the arrest of Bov. Brooders 
and Taylor Adams. 

The case of Dr. John Miller, charged with 
poisoning the horses of Lewis Hemphill, was 
to-day continued until the next term of 
court by the Commonwealth. 

£entrnerd to Be Hancrd 

[Special to the Courier-Journal.} 

Fairborn, Ga., Feb. 18.—John Thomas, 
convicted of the murder of Lindsey Weaver 
in Campbell county a year ago last Christ¬ 
mas, has been re-sentenced to bo hanged on 
the 11th of April next 

While waiting at Palmetto depot for 
transportation to Atlanta jail an affecting 
scene took place. He was surrounded by bis 
wife and little children, and while he was 
engaged in conversation with the former one 
of the latter, entirely ignorant of its terrible 
import, was working with all its might to 
get tho handcuffs off his wrists, and failing 
in its efforts innocently appealed to its father 
to take the ugly things off himself. 

fUx 4 olnrrd Children Cremated. 

Galveston, Feb. 18.—'The Mews' Crockett 
special says: "Reuben Hart and wife, col¬ 
ored, residing three miles in the country, 
went to church last night and left their six 
children st home asleep. Hart locked the 
door and took the key with him. At 10 
o’clock the house was discovered to be on 
fire, and burned so quickly that it was im¬ 
possible to save it or the children, every one 
of whom was roasted to death. The eldest 
was a boy of 13 years." 

Helen Tbourand starving Indian*. 

Minneapolis. Feb. 18.—The Tribune's 
Bi*marck sjiecial says: A gentleman just 
down from Poplar river says the report of 
the starving Indians is not exaggerated. 
Seven thousand have nothing but a little 
flour, all the game having disappeared. 
Dogi and ponies have been killed and eaten, 
lu sixty days, without relief, all must starve 
to death. Fear of a massacre of the agents 
and post traders is expressed. 

A Lively Fight Huh Holt Glove*. 

Cleveland, Feb. LN.—Mervine Thomp¬ 
son, of this city, and J. E. Welch, a heavy¬ 
weight pugilist of Erie, p a ., met in the City 
Armory to-night to spar with soft gloves. 
In the first round Thompson knocked Welch 
down four times nnd liadlv punished him at 
the outset. In the second round Welch was 
knocked senseless. Ten minutes were re¬ 
quired to revive nun. 


WHAT A FALL IS HERE. 


The River Continues Its Backward 
March at a Slow, But Sure 
and Steady Pace. 


Thirty-four Inches the Aggregate of 
the Decline from the High Mark 
Since the Retreat Began* 


No Startling Newa Developed by Courier- 
Journal Representatives in tue 
Flooded Regions. 


All Louisvills Putting Bread Upon the 
Waters to Feed the Hungry and 
Unfortunate Sufferers- 


ACROSS, UP AND DOWN THE RIVER. 


Ths weather yesterday was fair and pleas¬ 
ant. The mean temperature was 51.2’; 
maximum 55*. The wind was mostly from 
the west and southwest, and its greatest ve¬ 
locity was foui teen miles. The water in the 
canal at the hours named eoia* follow*:

Decline for the day. 13 iuebes. . 

The scene along the city front was a busy 
one ye&terday morning, aud more work was 
done than at any time since the flood began. 
Ths people whose houses have ouce more 
been emptied of the water were preparing 
to commence the w ork of repairing their 
homes, with the iiiteution of moving back 
into them, at least for another season. 
Several stores on Third and Fourth streets 
that were under water have come to the 
surface once more, and will soon be ready 
for business. Tuere were no instances of 
unusual interest or importance, either at this 
potut or at Furtland or Shippingport, to re¬ 
late. 

FALL OF A RESIDENCE. 

About 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
startling accident occurred uear the River¬ 
side park, below Portland, which cauie near 
causing the death of throe persons. At that 
point, on the river bank, just across from 
the park, stood a two-story brick house, 
which was owned by Mr. Irvin Eddy, the 
plan mg-uuLI man. The low er part of the 
building was occupied as a grocery-store, 
while the up-stair^ was rented by Mrs. Louisa 
Shoe, a widow lady, aud her two daughters. 
The ground at that point is rather low, nnd 
the water was not long in getting up in the 
first floor of the house. The grocer moved 
out last week, but Mrs. Shoe and her daugh¬ 
ters determined to stay. The house was 
large and substantially built, and they bad 
no idea that it would give way. The water 
began undermining the foundation on which 
It stood, however, and piece after piece the 
bauk on which it stood was loosened and car¬ 
ried away. A few inomenu before the final 
crash came, Mrs. Shoo and bar daughter* 
were silting in the rear part of the house, 
when the building suddenly began to sink 
under them aud moved several inches, while 
the crocking of the walls gave warning that 
no time was to be lost. They rushed terror- 
stricken into the front room, and scarcely 
had they reached it when the roar walls fell 
with a crash, aud the llvor upon w bich they 
stood began to give way. The only stairs 
leading up to the room had been cru heu to 
pieces by the falling walls, and all escape 
seemed shut off. If they jumped out of tile 
windows they would fall into the swift cur- 
reut aud in all probability be drowned, 
while to remain was certain death. A young 
uiau named Robert 1>. Keutter.wbo had wit¬ 
nessed tho accidunt, and saw the three 
wonion, put in an appearance. He 
secured a long ladder, und, wading out 
Into the water, placed it up to one of the 
windows. Tho women were so much fright¬ 
ened, however, that he bad to carry :.hem 
down the ladder and to the shore on his 
back, making three trips. They had been 
safely landed only a few moments when the 
whole building fell and was crushed to 
pu-ces. All of their furniture aud household 
vfleets were lust. 

THE POINT NEIGHBORHOOD. 

The decline of tho water is plainly marked 
on the houses about the Point, and many are 
preparing to recapture truant residence*, and 
all are patiently a\% ailing the gradual de¬ 
parture of the flood. 

Harvey Boss, whose residence ia still under 
^water on Fulton rtreet, below the Cut-off, 
^moved back over the water yesterday, witu 
his family, and sought a habitation in a va¬ 
cant two-story house. When a->k«-d why he 
hastened back to the watery district, he ex¬ 
plained that when he retreated from the 
flood he fouud a place for his family in a 
house on Maiden Lane, but a few ‘ days 
alter moving in a case of small¬ 
pox was discovered in the house, and the pa¬ 
tient doclincd to be moved. Mr. He** had 
an invalid daughter, ami the fear of catch¬ 
ing the disease rendered her condition much 
worse, and made his family so uncomfort¬ 
able that with one voice tbe3' beseeched him 
to take them back to the Point. They pre¬ 
ferred a watery borne to one subjected to the 
dreadful scourge. 

The saw-milimen find that but little lum¬ 
ber has been washed away, though It will 
require a considerable outlay of uionev to 
put it in a condition to sell. A fe* stacks of 
lumber floated from the yard*, but after up¬ 
setting a few bouses they lodged before get¬ 
ting over Fulton street. At Boll & Cogg- 
shaii’s p.auiug-uuli, on Clay street, a force 
of men are already at work washing down 
tho depoiit of mud as the water recedes. 

Yesterday morning a cottage, which on 
Suuday wns almost entirely under water 
midway between Campbell nud Shelby 
streets, north of the Short-line till, was dis¬ 
covered yesterday morning trying to got 
over Fultou stroot. It was towed back aud 
tied to a tree close to its old linration. The 
battle wit^ the water at the gas-works 
closed last night, leaving the gns people vic¬ 
tors. The coffer daai around the Bremaker- 
Moore paper null was beiug lorn away ou 
the shore ends. Desperate tights were made 
at both of the above establishments, which 
bos resulted in the *aviug of thousand* of 
dollars aud light for the city. 

A FLOATING FUNERAL PROCESSION. 

Death is a common enough matter, and the 
flood is becoming an old story, although still 
an interesting one, to porso. s who»« bouse* 
have turned over or gone away. But for a 
person to die. with tne lap of the water on 
the stef* leading up to Lis room $nd airaost 
ont j the floor, to die with streets and roads 
obliterated every where in sight,; and with 
the moan of the river among * 
island opposite tho windows 
an occasional oar, taking 

ordinary noise* of the street. _,_ 

dreariness that deal h does not ordinarilv po» 
sess. 

A funeral cortege on water is 14 spectacle 
of unusual sadness, and when oueWded for 
the foot of Adams street from & flooded resi¬ 
dence on the Point yesterday it attracted a 
great deal of attention. A box-shaped boat 
called a flat, in which the coffin could bo 
plainly seen, served the pun**o of a henr«\ 
and was towed by two skiffs, while the rela¬ 
tives of the deceased followed in skiffs at 
inteivals behind the flat. There Wus a p«- 
cullar sadness in the muffled, dirge-like noise 
that followed the stroke of the oar* a* the 
pr«Jce?»!*ioa neared the temporary harbor, and 
the noise and bustle that have prevailed tber*- 
aliouts for several days w#»re hushed into 
death-like silence as the funeral lleut ap¬ 
proached the wnter's edge, where the bear** 
and hacks were waiting. The coflin was 
transferred to the hearse and the mourners 



entered the hocks, end the mortal remains of 
Peter Edwards were borne to their last rest 
ing place m Cave Hill. He was au old resi¬ 
dent on the Point, and retunud about a 
week before the flood from a visit to rela 
tives in Arkansas. 

A day or two before it became necessary 
to vacate the Point he was taken sick and 
could not be moved into the city, but when 
the advance of the water rendered his situ¬ 
ation dangerous ho was conveyed to a two- 
story residence near by. and made as com¬ 
fortable as the surroundings would permit. 
He continued to grow worse, and as the 
flood rose higher and higher his vitality sank 
lower and lower, until tho beating of the 
waves against the house aud the roar of the 
wiuds failed to di*tuih him. The turn in 
the flood tide which rejoiced other hearts 
brought no relief to him. and while the back 
ward flow of the waters was being watched 
his spirit took its flight from the water-bound 
region. His funeral was one of the most 
striking incidents of tho flood, and those 
who witueshed the solemn landing will long 
remember-the impressive picture. 

There was much ia M e surroundings to 
the old Greek story of Charon and of 
the solemn ferryboat that curried the dead 
across the Stygian flood. The overcoat and 
gloomy sky. "tue few persons gathered on the 
shore, either from respect to the d^arl man 
or to watch the slow recession of the tide at 
their feet; the overturned houses nnd broken 
chimneys and bait-submerged lumt er piles 
were all that filled the front of the picture, 
save the trees, that suggested where streets 
and yards had beon. And the vellow Ohio, as 
turbid now as the Tiber iUelf; these were no 
unfit borderiuga for the river of death. And 
when the barge and the process ton of boats 
came slowly over w ith the dead man in 
Mate, aud nl last indifferent to flood or 
storm; wh*n the black-robed mourners and 
teur-stain>-d faces were seem among the oc 
cupauts, tbo old ferryman of the dead and 
the ultimate river of souls was more than 
suggested. Peter Edwards was a gallant 
Confederate, a good friend und just man, 
and the Ohio sang his requiem.

HELP IS NEEDED NOW. 

i To the Editor of the Courier-Jour not. \ 

% I have been greatly interested in the flood 
accounts of your valuable pajwr, and not a 
little by iU editorial utterances. The article 
giving the reasons aud the scientific proba¬ 
bilities of a ‘repetition of such floods, and 
calling attention to the fact that all of the 
snows of the Ohio valley may melt at nearly 
the same tune, while the Mississippi, running 
north and south, has the advantages of iu 
different climate*, is the most valuable con¬ 
tribution to the flood literature. But, hav¬ 
ing beau a Fomt resident, 1 offer the follow¬ 
ing, with some diffidence. 

Louisville should either move at once by 
her officials, or should sink her dignity aud 
take money from the first hands that offer it. 
it is true there is great suffering aud loss on 
the Indiana shore. But it him been only a 
little time since the fiood broke its barriers 
there. Upon the Point it is growing 
to be 11 matter of weeks. for 
the water broke in on the 
7th day of "this month, at the hour of 3:30 
P. M. Jeffersonville and New Albauy hnd 
almost entirely recovered from the last year** 
losses, which hud uot been so severe os on 
the Point or East Louisville. The Pointers 
had not recovered and were mostly in debt, 
aud were still engaged in the work of recov¬ 
ery and of restoration. It is doubtful if, in 
the whole valloy of the Ohio, there is so 
much real and pressing need as there is 
among those afflicted citizens of this rich 
oily. Again, they claim that tho whole sum 
appropriated to protect them by au embank¬ 
ment was not expended there, and that they 
have a just claim upuu the city treasury for 
preseut nid nnd future compensation. In 
many co>es the aid must be given now, or 
the cost to them or to the city w ill be vastly 
enhanced. 

Even on the Sabbath, nnd all day to-day 
(Mondavi, group* of two or three, and some¬ 
times single person*, could in* *• an with flats 
or skiffs trying, and mostly tryiug in vain, 
to restore cottage*, stable-, barns, kitchens 
and other outhouses to their former places. 
The number dnftiKi down upon the common 
and piled up at tue Adams-slreet embank- 
ment is not so great as lost year. In many 
cases the removal is but slight. The people 
1 saw wrre sometimes trying to get a fence, 
held by a tine, into the place it should be on 
the subsidence of the waters. Where the 
flood was leaving an upper floor, brooms 
were being used with energy to make it take 
the mud deposit along with it. I passed 
two families returning to upper floors, 
from which the unexpected rise and the 
rocking by wind and waves had driven 
them. Many of the people own no boat and 
have no means of boat hire. A funeral tins 
to borrow. The person who curried me had 
a flat, but no money. A small steamboat of 
moderate tug power, sent now to help to 
right up their hurne*, or to briug back cot¬ 
tages, kitchens, barns, etc., aud the monev 
to hire flats and men to work in them, will 
be worth much more on the day you publish 
this than on the day after. *It is too late 
even now in some cases, for tho houses have 
grounded, and are fasti Much that could 
have been done easily on Saturday ia diffi¬ 
cult now, and will ho much more difficult 
and costly w hen the recession of the flood 
shall have left oulv a sea of mud in the im¬ 
proved streets. Mud 011 the Point means 
horse-power put down to its lowest expres¬ 
sion. 

In the flood of 18S3 there was no wind 
storm, and, therefore, there were no result- 
aut wnv«s. There have U-t*n waves so 
severe during this flood that a lady who 
crossed on the night ol the ntorip said that 
the rocking and auokmg of the house she 
left (her own) was less terrible than the dan¬ 
ger of going down, as the wives threatened 
momentarily to fill and sink the boat. This 
violent commotion of the water has broken 
house* that were only strain» d by the flood 
of February 12,1888. A bou*»* that U near¬ 
ly falling can stilt be saved in triuny In¬ 
stances, if the means to do so be given at 
once. Ten thousand dollars should be ju¬ 
diciously distributed this wc«k among tho*e 
who have to replace or repair their homes. 
They did it last year largely on credit, in 
the faith shored by themselves and by work¬ 
men aud lumbermen that this generation 
would never see the like. Property owners 
are diacouniged, as they now fear more 
trouble in 1885, and tbo people will grant 
no credit to persons w ho have not yet paid 
the last year's bills. Bummer is the working 
tune on the Point, and the grocers have 
been carrying winter accounts, with 
a little money paid in us work 
offered. ami the rest promised 

by sob^r, industrious people. This is, to use 
the emphatic assurance of a person spoken 
to to-day. "ployed out.*’ 

A gam* (for there L> uo lastly to this sub¬ 
ject), there are hundred* along the river 
front whose bouses are still under water, 
and in tho cai*e of sickly persons, it is drat.h 
to move into the wet room* immediately 
after the water i* gore. What it is to scrub 
n house, clear, the glass, repair the plaster, 
put up the chimneys, paper the walls, mend 


the cracks, find and put up the fences, bring 
back out houses, or make new— all thn one 
need* to live iu a flood, or to have lived in a 
flood, to know. The half a million of Con- 
grr»s is not a drop in the bucket tor tiieneoti* 
of the Ohio valley, and the gifts of all Lou¬ 
isville, so far, are not enough to pay .he renl 
of peoplo who are out of home and money at 
once, und to feed and warm t >r the nee** 
sary period a population suddenly driven to 
trek high ground. Le** furniture was re,v 
eucd tuan is supposed, aud any old bits will 
come in handv. Carpets, good enough as 
they lay, were torn to rag* in the burrv and 
dread of tbe break. People intending to 
buy new cau giv*« awny tb* old. 
The pastor of the Ohio-street church 
surs the need is greet, aud he is 
one of the be*t qualified to know. 
Hi* church and parsonage, newly pamted 
auil papered, ha«i the water about tbe roofs, 
and the church being brick aud the p.-ir*onAi;e 
ou high giound, he aud the church property 
have U'eu among the least putferen*. Yet it 
will take $2(X» to put that property in its 
former condition. The plo*t*ring, damaged 
before, wiR probabiy have to lie renewed, 
if this Is so in tbu beat ca.-e, whai of the 
worst t Hunger, sickness, properly lost, 
failing waters; all at* eloquent with their 
on# expression, ’’Make busied”

BECOMING MOKE CONTENTED.

80 soon as the 
waters go down nearly all person* that de¬ 
sires employment will be amply able to take 
care of themselves. The two commissariee 
were as usual busy yesterday issuing rations. 
Aid was given to about 1,000 persons, but 
enough was drawn to supply 5,000, and 
those who obtained help will be expected to 
bo economical w ilh their means for the pres¬ 
ent, as the committee does not feel able to 
issue rations only scantily in the future. 

Yesterday tbo Indianapolis Board of Trade 
relief boat arrived here and put off a quan¬ 
tity of meat and some drugs. Gov. Porter 
and the committee were shown about the 
city by Mayor Glass.

THE STATE RELIEF COMMITTEE. 

TIIB RESOLUTION FOR ADDITIONAL APPRO¬ 
PRIATION SIGNED BY GOV. KNOTT—THE 
COMMITTEE AT WORK.

THE GOVERNMENT IIELIEF-BOAT. 

A courier-journal reporter details 

SCENES OF SUFFERING ALONG THE LOW- 
KR OHIO. 


|>n*cfal to the Courier-Journal, 1 

Evansville, Ind., Feb. 18.—The Gov¬ 
ernment relief-boat Maine Hays reached 
Evansville this morning at 10 o’clock, hav¬ 
ing stayed over the night before at Grissom f * 
landing. During the night it ralued heavily 
and a strong wind started up, causing waves 
to kuuck houses und even tho village to 
pieces. The trip down has been like an ocean 
voyage; ouly submerged houses and suffer¬ 
ing people tell you that you are at least 
where land once was. From Cloverport, 
Ky., to Evansville tho view that moots the 
gaze is moat deplorable. The flood, not sat¬ 
isfied with inundating the immediate shores, 
lias spread out over ail low lamb, and most 
of the country is flooded so that it is ten to 
twenty miles from the Indiana to tue Ken¬ 
tucky shore. D is not unusual to so« rab¬ 
bits aud squirrels in the trees in a starving 
condition, unable to get to land. Enterprise, 
Ind., is probably the worst-flooded town be¬ 
tween Louisville und Evansville. 

When tho bout arrived Jn front of tho 
place there was only one house that tho 
water was not running over the roof. 
Only one man was found; all the remainder 
of the inhabitants bad taken to the Mils two 
miles distant, where they were living ia huts, 
tent* and hollow trees. 

The whistle blew aud a score of boats shot 
out from the bili-ide and the natives soon 


were clambering over tho boat’s sides to get 
something to eat for their suffering families. 
They were given 1,000 rations, aud some 
cried for joy at the relief. When the water* 
recede there won’t be much left of tha HX) 
bouses that once constituted Enterprise. 

All except Monarch’s distillery at Gris¬ 
som’s Landing is under water. The ware¬ 


houses, containing 12.000 barrels of ivliidcy. 
are badly inundated. About 200 bead 
*>f cattle are kept out of the water 
by being placed- on high platforms. 
.Seventy-live people are out of housos, and 
35 were found living in on* r-K»m in the sec¬ 
ond story. About one-third of the inhabit¬ 
ant* ar** sick. 

HcuftU'town, Ky.. is entirely submerged, 
nod not a »oul is left in the town. The peo¬ 
ple were ail found at Newburg, Ind., three 
miles below, where thoy were Leins cured 
for. Forty houses are lying beueath the 
water. 

Newburg, Ind., L* out of water, but the 
country about aud below i* flooded, and the 
Inhabitants have been driven to th* towu 
for shelter and food, so that 500 flood refu¬ 
gees had to be provided for at that place. 
From the mouth of Green river to Grisora 
Landing the people have ail been driven out, 
uud hero found shelter there. Thu* far 
it.500 rations have l*e*n i*«ued, and nearly 
7,(KM) suffering pcoi>l«* have )»oun relieved. 

On arriving here Muj Kirk at once con¬ 
sulted with the proper a.tthot dies And found 
that Col. UcGowen had chartered a boat and 
gone down the river on a relief expedition, 
lie then decided that it was not necessary 
for the Mattie Hays to go further down, aud 
late this afternoon she started back to Louis¬ 
ville. The boat has about half her provis¬ 
ion* still on tioard, and tbesu will be dis¬ 
tributed on the trip up. W# have an idea 
now where they are most needed, and pro- 
vis.nn* lor at least ten da>s will be supplied 
to all the sufferer* above. The boat will not 
reach Louisville before .Sunday.

THE RIVER FALLING HTKADILV AND THE 
RA1LROAD4 UXSLM1NG OPERATIONS. 

ClNiTNN\Ti ( >V.». ft:—The river is falling 
on mi average of an inch and a half on hour, 
and had reached ‘*3 feet Vi nine inches at 10 
o’clock this morning. Weather cloudy and 
foggy. The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton trains begun arriving at tbeir depot to¬ 
day. The New York, l J enn»ylvania and 
Ouio enters tho same depot. Tho road-bed 
is not injured. The I’uu-handlo depot and 
tracks are out of water and nil passenger 
schedules were rrxuiued this morning. The 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indian- 
a pot is road bos given tip the e .tint l connection 
and comes to the stock-yard*. The Cincin¬ 
nati, Washington and Baltimore will cutor 
on the Cincinnati, Hamilton atid Dayton to¬ 
day. The Ubio and Mississippi enn again 
tuako direct landings at Storrs from its 
Aurora boat. The Louisville and Nauhviilo 
can now enter its depot. A derided im¬ 
provement id business is already apparent. 
Passenger travel ha* been nssurned on the 
mam line of the Cincinnati and Eastern rail¬ 
way. But little damage was suffered. 
Freight traffic will be resumed in a day or 
two. Tho high water still prevents the ope¬ 
ration of the Ohio river branch. 

The Ohio river continues to fall steadily 
an inch aud a half an boar. It U now near¬ 
ly nine feet below the highest stage. A 
great many btisine** houses have been 
cleaned as the water recedes and 
busmens resumed. Nearly nil the 
street-cars will be ruuuing to-morrow, 
and lu a very short time 
all railroad connection* will be resumed. 
The quchtiou of raising the city bottoms 
above th * high-waler mark is still 
receiving attention. The City Engineer haB 
beeu called ou to make an ehtimate. 
Tho wurk of relief is still going on 
with vigor. The Red Cross has 
eataNisbed headquarters here, as a 
central point for its work, under the super¬ 
vision of Miss Clara Barton. iTosiduni of the 
Nattoual Association. One of the objects of 
this organization is to reach sufferers with 
help when the first emergency is 
passed, and thoy need such help 
a* will enable them to help 
themselves. Every dollar spent will be ac¬ 
counted for to tbo contributors. The Chi¬ 
cago branch has sent $D,000. St. Louis, 
Rochester, New York City and othsr places 
are sendrng liberally.

THE SWELL CONTINUES AT PADUCAH AND 

the water bar gone beyond all 

BOUNDS, BUT TUE DAMAGE BY COMPARISON 

IS SMALL. 

IJi/enai to the Courier-Journal.) 

Paducah, Ky., Feb. 18.—For tho past 
twenty-four hours the rivere have swollen at 
tho rate of an inch in three hours, and the 
incroo.se of eight inches has sent the water 
over a considerable part of the town hereto¬ 
fore dry and added to the flooded district 
quite a number of houses, residences and 
business places, tho occupants of which five 
days since would have called the man a fool 
*bo would have said that water would ever 
molv»t them. While the towu is badly flood¬ 
ed, perhaps a good quarter of that thickly- 
populated being in the water, ther* has 
been but the *mallt».L amount of losses 
or damages. The water was expected, coio- 
ing gradually, aud every one took warning 
and prepared for the visitor. The incon¬ 
veniences may cause some lose, but further 
than this there will be none, the opinion of 
outsider* to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The rise la*t night drove soine twepty-flre 
families out of their house* and they are 
quartered in the tchool-houses, the churches 
and the court-house. Though scattered, to# 
number of famili’.K i* not lurger than given. 
Other* have been run out, but these find 
quarters with relatives and friends. 

It rained hard here last night and more is 
expected to-night. 

The rate of the rise in the river* indicates 
no oarly abatement, but the end must tie 
near. There ia no intelligence to-day from 
any neighboring section but Smitblnnd aud 
Metropolis. Three places are faring badly, 
Sunihiaod particularly, but the losses are 
not great and there i% no loos of life. 

AT CAIRO, ILL. 

Catro, 111., Feb. 18.—The river at 1 p. 
M. was 50 feet H inches and rising slowly. 
Weather cloudy and mild. The Wabash 
railroad has beeu shut out from Cairo sinco 
Saturday. 

Tho river at 6 r. m. was 50 feet 10 Inches 
and rising about a quarter of an inch au 
hour. Jt. now lacks 1 foot and l inches of 
Inst year’s gauge, and probably will uot 
roach it. A watch ban beeu put on the 
levees to puti* 1 mgut and day. Ev¬ 
erything- (s quiet her*.

A BREAK WI ST OF MEMPHIS CAUSER RAD 
HAVOC WITH RAILROAD TRAFFIC. 

Memphis, Tlnn., Feb. 18.—The river 
here to-night marks thirty-four feet three 
inches, which is three inches above the dan¬ 
ger line. The rise during tbo past twenty- 
xour boors of only one inch is due to the 
fact that n break occurred five mites 
west of here, on tho line of the Kansas City, 
Springfield and Memphis railroad, by which 
INK) feet of track gavq wav, letting the 
water through, which flooded the track of 
the Memphis and Little Ib.ck railroad.

All trail s have been discontinued over the ’ 
Memphis and Little Rock line cast of Madi- i 
sou. at which connection will be made hv j 
daily steamers from here. No truiu* wer«# , 
sent out uu the latter road to day, and the 
steamer Coahoma departs to-morrow for 
Madison, to bo followed Wednesday by the 
ftenmer Ida Darraghtv. The Tennesi^ee 
river has flooded the track of the Louisville 
und Nashville road at the crossing there, 
forcing connection between Memphis and 
Louisville via McKenzie aud Nashville. 

AT OTHER POINTS. 

CATLETTSBURG, KY., AND ! RONTON, O., 
STILL PARTLT SUBMERGED, HUT Til* 
WATERS STEADILY FALLING- 
Ikonton, O., Feb. 18.—'The United States 
relief boat has ju*t arrived here, where she 
will leave supplies and then proceed back to 
the sufferers in Pomeroy bend and vicinity. 
CatloUsImrg and Iron ton are still partly 
submerged. Ironton ia fully supplied w ith 
provisions, aud the Relief Committee is dis¬ 
tributing supplied In the flooded country. 
The extra police aud militia companies, wbo 
have been patroling the city, were discharged 
to-day.

AT AURORA, IND. 

Aurora, Feb. 18.—The relief steamer 
tied. Pike, going down the river from Delhi, 
left ten days’ rations for 500 people at Coal 
(*ity, North Betid and a place opposite the Big 
Miami. At Lawrenceburg 30,000 ration* 
were issued to 3,000, Le*ul«i» 30 nqittrusse*, 
500 comforts and u large quantity of wo¬ 
men’s clothing. By Wednesday the water 
wdl be off the greater part of towu. Relief 
is coming liberally. The damage hero cau 
not he less tbuu $200,000. At Aurora ra¬ 
tions wore issued for eight days to 1,000 peo¬ 
ple, txrsldes a lot of shoo* and other clothing. 
FROM CINCINNATI TO HANGING BOCK. 
Cincinnati, Feb. 18.—^The A>u’« Journal's 
correspondent aboard tho relief steamer 
Granite Mate savs the receding water re¬ 
veal* greater damage than was thought poa- 
siDle. Relief was gtveu at Augusta, kjf., 
and Higgiusport, O. The latter place ia not 
u* badly damaged a* some others. Dover, 
Ky., wore a desolate look; out a few people 
in* l*oata came out and received supplies. 
Ripley received but little food, their chief 
need * boing money to repair their houses. 
Aberdeen, O., sufferred terribly. A strong 
current is sweeping In rough the town ami 
washing away many bou*es. Mrinehent*r, 
()., mi tie rod ’low, but needed provisions, 
which were left. Concord, Ky., was help¬ 
less. They have received no aid from the 
State. Yanceburg, Ky., received rations 
for 400 people. At this point the people gave 
three cheers for the Government and three 
groans for the Kentucky Legislature. Buena 
Vista. U., sv anted nothing. The steamer 
touched at Portsmouth, und went on to 
Gauging Hock. 

IN ARKANSAN. 

The Arkansas river here fell twelve inches 
to-day. The levee on the south bank of tho 
river at Varner, twenty miles from here, 
brok* vestorriav, washing out the track 
of the * Little Rock, Mt>«i*stppi River and 
Texas railway. No trams will leave Little 
Rock for two days. Gibson’s levee, be¬ 
tween Lewi* City and Riveraide nnd 
between White an.’i Cache river*, broke, 
overflowing a large stretch of couutry, 
aud is flooding the track of tha Bate*villa 
und Brinkley road. Freight and passengers 
are transferred across the break by boat. 
Fears are entertained that White river will 
break tho embankment of the Memphis and 
Little Rock road at Davall’s Bluff. AU the 
railing stock ha* been removed from tha line 
betwcon Madison and Ilopofleld. 

AT EVANSVILLE, IND. 

ISnvriaJ to the Courier-Journal.) 

Evansvillk, Ind., Feb. 18.—Just one 
year ago to-day (Monday) tho Ohio river 
reached its highest point hero. Tho same 
event occurred aenin to-day, the improvised 
gauge marking 48 feet ugain-t 47 9-12 to 10 
of 1883, laying all previous performances of 
tho Ohio within the recollection of the oldest 
inhabitants in the shade. Vhe nso ha* been 
remarkably slow since midnight la»t—1 inch 
—and is now about at a stand still. The de¬ 
cline is not expected to begin before to-mor¬ 
row night. 

The river at Houdereon was rising nt noon 
to-day half nu inch an hour and 1* now thir¬ 
teen niche* higher there than in 1883. Our 
local Relief Committee do not expect to be 
called on for any considerable supplies until 
the Ohio is again within its banks. Then 
they look for heavy demand* upon them.

OTHER FOREIGN NEWS. 


London, Feb. 18.—The Times, discussing 
Gen. Gordon’* proclamation, says; “Gou. 
Gordon is well aware that step* are being 
taken in lower Lgvpt to discourage ►lavery. 
He knows, too, that England’s guarantee of 
the Red Sea ports cut* off tho mean* of exit 
by whieh slave* have been disposed of to 
other countrios, while he believes Ins own 
work in tbo Congo country w ill effectually 
check the inflow of slaves. In view of these 
facts the clause of Gen. Gordou'a*proctarna¬ 
tion removing all restriction* upon tbe »lavo 
trade assume* a character of little practical 
significance.’* 

A Jeddah dispatch says tbe natives are 
displaying groat uneasiness, as thoy are ap- 
probvusive that the British contemplate the 
total luppretaion of tho slave trade. The 
fanaticism of the Mussulmans is increasing 
in intensity. The Bedouins continue quiet. 

A Suakirn dispatch says: The commander 
nt Tokar hot w ritten that be has supplies suf¬ 
ficient to lost till tho end of the month, but 
Asks for arms and ammunition. The harbor 
at Suakitn is too small to contain all the 
vessels ordered there, and the transports 
have been ordered to anchor nt Rosmagdn, 
45 miles southeast. 

A Cairo dispatch says the letter of F.l 
'Obeid says El Mabdi is lu great four of ah- 
tnasiualion. YisitoiM are permitted to ap¬ 
proach him only ou nil-four* nnd must re- 
mnin at a considerable distance. 

The condition of the Christian millenaries 
is most deplorable. They live in straw huts 
outside of tbo town, and are destitute of 
Rod, clothing and money. The nogro nov¬ 
ice* have been enrolled in the army or sold 
tuto slavery. One priest has become a Mus¬ 
sulman. 

The Foreign Secretary state* that Gen. 
Gordou’n proclamation allowing the restora¬ 
tion of the slave trade iu Soudan was not 
exactly tbe same a* published. Geu. Gor¬ 
don would make no arrangement which 
would operate iu tbe interest of the slave 
trade. 

A dispatch from Uaird contradicts the re¬ 
port that the military council ba» decided to 
dtsbaud. The Egyptian council has decided 
to reconstruct the brigade officered by Egypj 
tians by dismissing tho officer* and recruiting 
the brigado from 'Turks, Circassian* and Al¬ 
banian*. 

Unconfirmed rumor*bavo reached Suakini, 
through scout* from Trinkitat, to the effect 
that the rebels carried Tokar by assault last 
night aud massacred the garrisou. 

Tiarlihgtou, Secretary of State for War, 
stated in Commons that tbe Government bud 
no new* of the fatl of Tokar. He also otaled 
that a company of engineers bad been 
ordered from Chatham to Suoktm. Getf. 
lior J \\ oJhely ha* ordered the expoditiou to 
Tokar to be dumbed iu three weeks, aud the 
troop* to rviuru to Cairo. The pcoplo of 
Khartoum bailed Gen. Gordon a* tbeir de¬ 
liverer. Gen. Gordon being telegraphed 
that a ccHintlcstm number of Eug- 
iishmen and American* were nuxiou* for 
lit* safety, replied that the people of 
Khnrtoutu received him well; also, that 
El Mahdi would not yet advance, and that 
bo win trying to rni*« the tribe*, but would 
not succeed. Vice Admiral Hay, com¬ 
mander of the Mediterranean squadron, bos 
arrived at Alexandria. A party of British 
sailors has lauded there. 


FRANCE. 

THE NEW PROPOSAL OF THK GOVERNMENT 
IN HEGjUtl* TO AMKIUOAN HaCON. 

Paris, Feb. 18.—The new proposal of the 
Gov«ruineut in regard to American bacon 
provides for its reception nt ports of entry 
at the ex(>em:e of tho Government, the ex¬ 
pense to be covered by a charge of twenty- 
five centimes pur box. 

A sudden Increase of activity is manifested 
by the Ministry of Marine. Vice Admiral 
Jaui**, commander oi tbs French fleet in 
tho Mediterranean, ha* Imhiu summoned to 
Pari* for consultation. Two mure iruu-clad* 
have Injun sent to re-enforce hi* fleet. 

Tbe French Government has called tbe at¬ 
tention of tbe English Cabinet to tho danger 
of an uprising aud massacre at Cairo if tue 
English garrison is weakened. 

Seuor Gayurre, whomado bis debut Satur¬ 
day night in the character of Oenuaro in 
“Lucrezia Iktrgia,” i* a native of Spanuh 
Navarre, the son of a blacksmith, and re¬ 
hearsed his fl’st anvil chorus at hi* father's 
forge. From the blacksmith's shop ho went 
to the village choir, theuco to an Italian 
school and thence to tbe stage. He i* now 
35 year* of age, aud in addition to u superb 
voice possessea dramatic pow er* of uucoiu- 
mon orders. Parisians bad to go through a 
new training before yielding to tbe enchant¬ 
ment of Gayarre’* notes, Ut at tbe end of 
the second act tho audience wn» lud captive, 
aud in the solo "unch’io provai” he was 
crowned. Madamo do Cepcda, also a native 
of 8pnin. made her debut as Lucrezia, aud 
produced a most favorable imprcwiou. She 
bas a highly trained soprano voice, great, 
tragic power and a stage presence well fitted 
to the role of a duko. 

BRITISH FAR LIA MEST. 

A RECORD OF YESTERDA Y'» PROCEEDINGS BY 
THAT BODY. 

London, Feb. 18.—The Undor Foreign 
Secretary announced in tha Hou*e of Com¬ 
mons that England, France nnd otber pow¬ 
er* were urgtug Chile ami Peru to protect 
the rights of foreign creditor*. 

Gladstone, replying to an inquiry by 
Northcote regarding Gordon’s action, said 
the appointment of Mnhdi as Sultnn of Kor- 
dofan and the remission of laxe* were within 
Gordon’s powers. The trim meuuiiig of the 
order with reference to slavery could not be 
understood from the tel-graphic -utnmnrv. 
Tlie Government preferred to awgit the re¬ 
ceipt of the full text, of the original order. 
Gladstone confirmed tbe reported submission 
of tbe Khans of Merv to Russia.

THE MISSISSIPPI OUTRAGES.

A Number of ft iineetee Detail the Dnln(/t 
of the Armed Mob M hleh Created 
a Reign of Terror In Co• 
piah County. 


BAD DOINGS, IF TRUE, 


New Orleans. Feb. 18.—The sub-com¬ 
mittee of the United .Stale* Senate investi¬ 
gating the Copiah county, Miss., outrage*, 
resumed tho bearing of testimony to day. 
David Bell (colored! testified that he was 
Chairman of tbe Republican Executive Com¬ 
mittee of Copiah county, lia saw armed 
uivu riding about tho night before the elec¬ 
tion. His house was visited by a 
party of twenty-five men. They took 
tbo election tickets bo had tor 
distribution away from him und destroyed 
them. They were mixed tickets. Republi¬ 
cans aud independents, and tbe name of Mil¬ 
ler, tha Democratic candidate, was on them. 
The witness wa* now Assistant bergaut-at- 
Arms of tho Mississippi Senate He was 
given tba position, be thought, through tbe 
influence of K. N. Miller, whose name was 
ou hi* ticket*. The witnoss declined to give 
the name of the man who took tho tickets, 
from him. He supposed them to ha a tot of 
drinking fellows. Ho denied having offered 
to testify for the Democrats. Tbe witness 
voted the Independent Republican ticket on 
election day, as did most of the colored men 
in bis neighborhood. They were not intim¬ 
idated. 

Mrs. Wallace, colored, widow of Thomas 
Wallace, testified that on tbe Friday night 
before the election, about 1 o’clock, a party 
of armed men came to her house and 
a>ked who lived there. Her lm*band 
replied: "Thos. Wallace.” They said they 
had a writ for hi* arrest. A man outside 
•nid that he wm We*t Dunbar, Sheriff of 
Osyka. Finally tbe crowd pushed tbe door 
open and went through tbe house. They 
attempted to throw a rope over her hus¬ 
band’s neck, when he threw up bis bauds, 
asking what they meant to do. Utiu man tbeu 
shot bun in the nock. Several shots were 
fired, one ball striking her in the arm, and 
pacing into h««r husband's nock killed hitn. 
The men then went away. She did not 
know who they were. Alter her husband 
was killed she went to the woods and re¬ 
mained there until after tbe election. 

Handy Fortner (colored 1 testified that be 
was the first one the bulldozers came after. 
Two week* before tbe election a crowd came 
to hi* bouse about 10 o'clock at night. One 
eaid he had a writ for him for - ualing a 
mule. The witness continued: “They cnuie 
in aud curbed and said they had come 
for me. They made me cross my 
band* and follow them. Rome 
of them were masked and souin 
taint**! They took mo out in the wood* and 
mad© i u.lard aud West, colored men, who 
wore at my bouse, follow. When they got 
to wbete a largo crowd was they pulled 
down my breeches aud stretched me out on 
the ground. They made Pollard sit on ray 
head and West on my feet, and commenced 
lashing me. The pain was so great that P> >1- 
lard and West coul i uot hold me still. 
Tnen tha mob would la*h them until 
the. held me steads. There were Hi men 
iu the crowd, 13 of whom took a band in 
whipping me They kept it up until my 
body had no feeling and J ceased to halloo. 
After thi* Joe Reese struck me 40 or 50 licks 
with a strap. My back was noth¬ 
ing but one bruised uiav». The mvn 
ceased nnd tbreatcued to shoot my brains 
out. 1 told thrm 1 was going to vote tne 
Democratic ticket, and they said if 1 was 
witiiin 100 miles of there the next day they 
4would kill me. They said the same thing to 
Pollard and West i then left my homo and 
remaiued in tbe woods about four 
week*. My cow* were destroyed, 
mid four balos of my cotton. Mat¬ 
thews sent bauds who a»i*tod iu 
gathering the balance of tbe croo. 1 voted 
al Centennial on election day. The negroes 
all (dept in the wood* for some time after the 
election, as the mob continued its visit*. ” 

To Mr. BauUbury tbe witness said he had 
sued a man named Thompson, of Claiborne 
county, and had beaten bun in the suit, and 
thought this wo* tbe reonou be was whipped 
by the mob. 

Uham Gilmore, Jack Thompson and C. L. 
Oliver, all colored, testified substantially os 
tha previous witn^c* concerning the reigu 
of terror in Copiah couuty. 

T. A. Boadurant, wbije. a Republican, 
testified con«'ernlng the reign of terror pre¬ 
vailing in Copiah countv preceding tbe late 
election. It wo* cau-od by uti armed mob 
ridinx over tbo county committing outrage* 
ns detailed by otber witn«s»e*. Boadurant w as 
in Ran. Matthews’ store, 15 mljes from Hn- 
/lehurst, when a mob came there and fired 
through the door with pistols and guns and 
«but off a cannon. Orman and Matthews 
were with him in tbe store. Tho mob shout¬ 
ed that some one had better get aw ay from 
there. They cursed them all the time they 
wore around tbe store, and some said. *'Let/s 
string them up.” 

The witness frequently met tbeso armed 
men, but they did not molest him. He re¬ 
lated incidents attending the mooting at 
liazlohurst. A mob was chore. Barksdale 
said he was glad to seo by the fares of tho 
men riding about town that they wore de¬ 
termined to carry the election regardless of 
i**uo. Barksdale advised them to hang K. 
M. Bufkiu so high the bird* of prey could uot 
bury their beaks in hi* body. 

Geo. B. Hamilton (white), of Jlnzlobunt, 
testified concerning tbe killing of Matthews 
ou election day. The witness was clerk of 
tho election. When tbe table* bad boon ar¬ 
ranged and everybody ordered out, in order 
that tho polls might be opened, Matthew* 
said: "1 am here and 1 will vote.” Th© wit¬ 
ness heard some loud talk between 
Mattbows and Wheeler. When Matthews 
was shot down bo was standing 
about six feet from the witness. When th* 
s noke cleared away tbe witness saw Burch, 
Wheeler und Matthews in the room. Whee¬ 
ler was standing about eighteen feet from 
Matthew* with a pistol iu his band, reload¬ 
ing it. He saw a man stoop down and pick 
up a pistol from alongside Matthews' body 
Wheeler wo* chnliengor for the Democrats 
and Matthew* for the Independent*. 

Jo*. P. Jouee, formerly au old-hue Whig, 
then a Democrat and now an Independent, 
test lik'd: Ho i* President of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors of Copiah county. He had a difficul¬ 
ty ou election day with Gvo. B. Nelson, who 
cursed the witness, telling him that ho aud 
Matthew* had beeu running the precinct 
about long enough. The crowd was shouting 
for Nelson, and became *o excited that hi- 
friond# advised the witness to go bonus wuicu 
he diil. 

J. L. Matthew* testified that he was nt 
Centennial precinct when he heard of bis 
biottier’s death. He started at once for 
Ilnzloburst. aud ou the route mot armed 
mull, and wa» informed that he would bo 


killed if be attempted to entor town. 
On entering tue town ho saw a 
large crowd of armed men. They 
brought up thoir guns a*> though t hey w ere 
going to fire, but they did not shoot. **A 
year ago,” lie said, “we had 15u votes at 
• *eti?*nnial precinct, and our numbers hnd 
increased. This year they gave u* twenty- 
four votes, and counted the balance 

for themaedve*. Tha witness i* a farm¬ 
er. All his bunds have been run 
off by armed men. They were told they 
would be killed if thev did not leave. One 
niAii wn* slow in leaving, as be thought the 
troutde would blow over after the election 
excitement had subsided, but tbe mob 
went to bi* bouse and fired 
several .shot* through it. Tho 
witness said «i>me of these men hud been 
with him seventeen years. Sovon of them 
wont to Kamia* the witness paving tboir 
way. Ho could got other* if tho people 
would lot them alone. This action against 
him, he said, was purely political. 

lti the cross-examination tho witness said 
that at the election iu 1877, when bt» 
brat liar was a candidate, be wo* Supervisor 
of Elections Acting on legal advice, 
they threw out two boxes, which gave 
a Democratic majority. Hi* brother gave 
up and did not take the office, but Harvev, 
tbe Republican candidate for Clerk of tbe 
Court, carried tbo case to the Circuit Court. 
He gamed busuil, bat was killed before he 
got tbe office.

GENERAL LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 


I Special to the Courier’Joumnl .| 
Frankkoht, Feb. 18.—Yet ten days more 
and tbo constitutional limit of the present 
session of the General Assembly will have 
teen reached. It seems to be almost a cer¬ 
tainty that tb© session will be extended, 
though there is quite a respectable opposition 
to such a movement. There is a good deal of 
tallt of an odjoumed session, but 1 think on 
the whole this is scarcely probable. A Sena¬ 
tor told me this morning that if the House 
passed the resolution for an adjourned ses¬ 
sion, be intended to fight it by every 
method known to parliamentary warfare 
when it came tb the Senate. ‘*1 shall 
not oppose, 1 * said he, *‘a reasonable 
extension of the presout session. But 
if 1 can prevent it there shall be no coiniug 
back here next winter. That idea is only 
popular in tno minds of those who w ant to 
spend the bad weather of midwinter in 
Frankfort at the rate of $5 per day, which 
is a d—<1 sight more than most of them can 
1 make at home. 1 * 


One strong reason in favor of an-adjourned 
session is that giveu by Mr. Adair in his re¬ 
marks in the House this morning. The ne¬ 
cessity for a complete revolution in our sys¬ 
tem of revenue laws is apparent to the most 
casual observer. In one session it is scarcely 
possible for the Committee on Reveuuo and 
Taxation to prepare a bill which will 
cover all the ground. The committee 
ought to be © in | towered to act in vacation, 
wnen, with the assistance of the Auditor and 
the heads of the other departments, a bill 
could be prepared which would meet all tbo 
exigencies of the case. This is the most 
potent argument that the friends of an ad- 
Journod session enu use, and they appear to 
be using it for all it is worth. 

The gentlemen of the green cloth are noti¬ 
fied that their vocation is to be considered by 
the present General Assembly. The bill pre¬ 
pared bv Mr. Han ourt, which is now m tbo 
bands of the Committee on Codes of Practice, 
u certain to be favorably reported. Unless 
a strong lobby of those interested shall “cop- 

K r” it at once, there might be danger of its 
coming a law. The full text of the bill is 
ns follows: 

An act to punish ns felons all persons t cho 
mug engage m the keeping or conducting of 
hall*, house*, room* ur other pluc-s for the 
jtlnging of or betting on or at faro. Lena, 
tlu ee vnrd monte. mustang and other games. 
SECTION 1. He it enacted by the General As¬ 
sembly o f the Commonwealth of Kentucky. Tnat 
any person who »hall keep a room, ur hall, or 
house, or booth, or boat, or other place for the 
purpose of encouraging or promoting, aiding or 
ass&ting the playing of any games of faro. keno. 
three-card mottle, mustang, red and black, high 
ball, high card, roulette, twenty one or poker, or 
who shall keep or exhibit such games, gaming¬ 
table or machine, or operate or assist In operat¬ 
ing ootne. either a , owner or employe, shall bo 
guilty of a felony, and shall be punished by con¬ 
finement in the penitentiary not less than one nor 
more than three years 

Her. 2. That the change of uatue of aur of 
the above-named games shall not prevent the 
convict on of any person guilty of violating any 
of the provisions of this net. 

Sec. it. U !»hall be the duty of the Judges of 
the courts having jurisdiction of the offense 
herein named to give this act iu charge to every 
gratuLiury. 

Sec. 4. All laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with this act be, and they are hereby, repealed. 

sr.c. f*. This act shall take effect from its 
passage. 

Mr. Julian’s bill appropriating $500,000 
for the completion of the State buildings Is a 
special order for next Thursday at 11 o’clock 
a. M. It seems to be pretty well settled that 
the capital will never be moved, unless iu 
the progress of human events the Kentucky 
river shall on soino occasion get big enough 
to wash the whole bu-inus* away, and this 
being the case, the public buildings ought to 
be completed. The appropriation asked for 
by Mr. Julian, or a reasonable appropria¬ 
tion,, alioii Id be made instantly. 

Mr. M. H. Scott, of Louisville, shows me 
two bills which he bus prepared aud which 
will tie reported soon. The first is an act to 
regulate the rates and charges for the use of 
telephones in this Commonwealth. It pro¬ 
vides that it shall not hereafter be lawful for 
any telephone company to charge any ona 
party in a city of 5,000 inhabitants a greater 
sura than $’2 50 per mouth as rental for the 
use of any telephone, including iusTrmneut 
aud appendages. Evei} violator of this rate 
nil be punished by a tine of not less than 
$20U nor more than $ 1,000. 

The other ia an act to compel ull telegraph 
and telephone companies in this Common¬ 
wealth, in cities of more than 5,000 inhabit¬ 
ant*, to place their wire^ under ground. The 
* tune of six months is given to existing com¬ 
panies to put their wires under ground, and 
| they are to be excused only by the consent of 
the General Council and property-owners 
. over whose property or in front of which the 
’ wire® are erected. 

, ’ The proceedings in both houses to-day w ere 
. in detail as follow*:

Mr. Adair moved to refer the resolution, 
amendment and substitute to the Committee 
on Mules, with directions to report as soon as 
possible.

Mr. KUppin offered the following joint 
resolution: 

That a committee of five from the House and 
three from the Senate lie appointed to consider 
the advisability of extending the present session 
beyond the constitutional limit, ami also to con¬ 
sider the propriety of holding an adjourned ses 
aiou. 

He moved to suspend the rules and act on 
the resolution at once. The rules were sus¬ 
pended . 

Mr. Adair hoped that the resolution would 
be acted on at uuoe. The most important 
matter before the Legislature wo* the qne* 
tion of amending the revenue laws. He 
wanted to have the sense of the House as to 
an adjourned session, so that if it were do 
teimined to have an ad journed session, a 
committee may be appointed to pre(mre in 
vacation a bill to amend the revenue laws 
and report it to the Legislature next winter 
The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Stoll’• bill to provide a registration 
of voters in the city of Louisville was made 
a special order for next Thursday at 11:30 
A. M. 

Mr. Harris moved to suspend the rule* 
and call from the Committee on Railroads 
an act to incorporate the Kaskaskta, St. 
Elmo and Southern Railroad Company. The 
rules were suspended and the bill was re 
ported by Mr. Mulligan ami passed. 

Mr. Crain offered a joint resolution pro¬ 
viding for the appointment of a committee 
of three from the House and two from the 
* Senate to prepare a bill to amend the rev 
emit* laws aud leport at the next stuotion of 
the General Assembly. 

Mr. Mulligan had the rules suspended and 
the House passed a bill to amend an act of 
the General Assembly approved Feb. 27 
entitled “an sat to incorporate the 


Lexington Hydraulic and Manufacturing 
Company. 

The Speaker laid before the House a com¬ 
munication from the Railroad Commission¬ 
ers In response to the resolution calling on 
them to furnish information as to the cost of 
fencing the railroads in the State, and also 
the value of cattle and other stock killed by 
the railroads In Kentucky, and amount* paid 
therefor during tho year 1883. Tbo Com¬ 
missioners state that by re»ou of the floods, 
aud the consequent confusion existing in rail¬ 
road circles, they are unable at this time to 
furnish tho information. They promise to 
furnish the information at the earliest prac¬ 
ticable moment. 

The first bill in the orders of the day was 
an act to repeal tho present law m regard to 
carrying concealed weapons, and to provide 
a punishment by fine of from $50 to $200, 
or imprisonment from ton to thirty days, or 
both, against all persons convicted of carry¬ 
ing concealed weapons. The bill was ad¬ 
versely reported by tho Committee on Gen¬ 
eral Statutes. 

Mr. Julian moved to amend by fixing the 
punishment at six months' confinement in 
the State penitentiary. Ho spoke in favor 
of his amendment. He said that law as 
it now is served only to prevent gentlemen 
who have some character to sustain, and was 
uo terror to the ruffian* and desperadoes. If 
we will adopt harsh measures to break up 
this practice, we can succeed, and in a short 
time Kentucky will be rid of her name for 
bloodshed and lawlessness. 

Mr. Odell offered an amendment, provid¬ 
ing that upon a second conviction foi carry 
ing concealed deadly weapons the offender 
shall be punished by not less than one nor 
moro than two years’ confinement in the 
penitentiary. 

Mr. Cram thought that the present law 
was sufficient if it were only enforced. The 
examples of history showed that it was not 
the rigorous penalties but the rigorous exe¬ 
cution of the penal laws which had brought 
about a secure state of society and govern¬ 
ment. He was opposed to the clause mak¬ 
ing the offense a folony, because he believed 
the law would thus become a dead letter. 

Mr. Beckham moved to lay the bill and 
amendments on the table. Rejected Mr. 
Matcliffe moved to strike out that portion of 
the bill relating to selling pistols to miuors. 
Mr. Madden moved to except the city of 
Louisville from the provisions of the bill. 
Various other amendments were offered, and 
finally, after much discussion, the bill and 
amendment were recommitted to the Com¬ 
mit too on Criminal Law. 

Mr. Stone, from the Committee on State 
Prisons, reported an act to provide for the 
building of & branch penitentiary, which was 
ordered to be printed and made a special or¬ 
der for Thursday next at 10:130 o'clock a. m. 
The act provide* that the Governor shall ap¬ 
point three persons to act as Building Com¬ 
missioner* for erecting a branch penitentiary 
or State reformatory, at or near Eddyrille, 
Lyon county, who shall receive no compen¬ 
sation except traveling or official expenses. 
These Commissioners are authorized to pur¬ 
chase a site for the reformatory, with suffi¬ 
cient grouud for gardening purposes, raising 
live stock and other food supplies, 
the entire cost of the land not to exceed 
$4,000. In locating the prison, the Com¬ 
missioners will have due regard to the health 
of the prisoners, to accessibility by rail and 
river and proximity to material* for manu¬ 
facturing puntost*. The Commissioners will 
supervise the building, appoint an architect, 
superintendent agents, etc. The building 
shall have a capacity of not less than 400 
cells, which shall be so arranged os to admit 
a classification of prisoners. The Commis¬ 
sioner* are required to be sworn and execute 
bond of $10,000 each. When the prison is 
completed the Commissioners shall make a 
certificate to that effect, which shall be 
lodged with the Governor, who shall appoint 
three pera*m> to art a* a Board of Man¬ 
agers for the institution. This Board of 
Managers, who act without compensation, 
shall appoint a warden, physician, chaplain, 
steward and clerk, who shall receive a reas¬ 
onable salary, to be fixed by the managers. 
Into this prison shall bo received all male 
criminals under thirty years of age, not 
known to have previously been sentenced to 
the penitentiary. The' discipline of the 
prison snail be reformatory in its tendency, 
and the managers shall have power to u*e 
such means of reformation consistent with 
the improvement of the inmates os they may 
deem expedient. Agricultural labor aud 
mechanical industry shall b© chief element* 
in any plan adopted. s W hen tho prison is 
opened so many of tb©I youngest inmate* of 
tho present State peuitentiary a* it may be 
in tho discretion of the Governor aud 
Board of Managers deemed advisable, shall 
bo removed to the new prison. The prisoners 
now in tho penitentiary may be used in the 
construction of the now prison in the discre¬ 
tion of the Board of Commissioners. The 
Govornor, Auditor and Treasurer are consti¬ 
tuted a board, and authorized to issue tiio 
bonds of the State to the umount of $150,- 
000, in denominations of from $100 to 
$1,000, to bear interest at the rate of not 
more than five per cent, per annum, to run 
not more than twenty years, and redeema¬ 
ble at the pleasure of the Slate after five 
years. The proceeds of these bonds will be 
used in constructing the brunch prison, but 
the bonds shall not be sold except a* money 
is needed in the construction. 

The House then adjourned. 

SENATE. 

Mr. Dixon reported a joint resolution looking 
to the prevention ot a recurrence of tho late dis¬ 
astrous fl jo Is. Lie* over one day. 

On motion of Mr. Spurr, a House resolution 
authorizing the committee now investigating the 
Central Asylum to employ a stenographer.

Monday, Feb. IS.—The breadstuff mar 
keU were weak and lower, particularly in 
the West. Eastern market* w t ?re irregular, 
but batter sustained. Exports large, lu 
tba soveu month! ended January 81, the ex¬ 
port* of wheat and flour were 88,300.000 
busheli lass than in the corresponding period 
of 1882*83, a decreaso of about 86 per cent. 
Provisions were heavy and lower. Cotton 
was steady, and futures were a triflo better. 

The live-stock markets were steady in the 
West, but in New York cattle were lower. 
Coffee was higher. 

» In New York money was quiet. Govern- 
meat bonds were somewhat irregular. For¬ 
eign exchange was lower. The stock market 
was dull and flabby. 

In foreign markets no material point* of 
change are reported. 

MORE MONET CALLED FOR. 

The Central Committee in charge of re¬ 
lief measure* in Louisville I* doing a 
noble work effectively, carefully, econom¬ 
ically, yet turning away none who aro de¬ 
serving. 

The organization works to excellent pur¬ 
pose, and all the funds needed should al¬ 
ways be at its disposal. At present it has 
little or nothing in the treasury, and the 
expenses, roughly estimated, arc about one 
thousand dollars a day. 

Up to date about eleven thousand dol¬ 
lars has been expended here by the Cen¬ 
tral CommittM. • Of this sum 6even 
thousand, not including the contributions 
yesterday, was raised this year and four 
thousaud remained alter all the accounts 
were settled last season. 

At Cincinnati nearly fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars has been distributed, nnd the expenses 
there of the relief organizations arc over 
six thousand dollars a day. 

It Is not probable relief here can be 
withdrawn for ten days at least In other 
words, our committee will need certainly 
ten thousand dollars. 

This sum should be contributed imme¬ 
diately. We repeat wlmt we have said be¬ 
fore: Louisville ought not to call for out¬ 
side awietance until slie has exhausted the 
liberality of her own citizen* Certainly, 
ten thousand dollars will not do thi* We 
have only begun to give. We owe it to 
those in distress elsewhere not to call for 
ony ol the money appropriated to relieve 
Hood sufferers by Congress or the Legis¬ 
lature. Every dollar Louisville takes from 
those funds is that much less to be dis* 
tnbuted where there w greater need for it. 

As a matter of pride let us nay that we 
are* fully able and altogether willing to care 
for our own citizens in distress. Let it be 
understood everywhere that Louisville is an 
independent, self-supporting community, 
Others are less fortunate than we, less able 
from the circumstances of the case to do 
what we can do, what we ought to do. It 
is far better, from any point of view, that 
we use our own resources; that we ourselves 
understand nnd pledge ourselves to one 
another that whatever is needed by Lou is < 
villa the citizens of Louisville will them¬ 
selves supply. 

PUBLIC GENEROSITY. 

Iu the midst of any public calamity 
thousaud* turn instinctively to Govern 
ment for assistance. The flood has been 
so destructive in its character, it has para¬ 
lyzed so miiuv of our productive industries, 
rendered so many homeless and deprived 
so many of every menus of support, that 
at this time, If ever, it would seem justifl 
able and even advisable to call on Congress 
and the Legislature for assistance. 

Now that the crisis has been reached, 
Government aid bm» been granted, and re¬ 
lief boats, under army officcrj, are going 
tipnuddowu the river* carrying food to 
the hungry. It may not be considered in 
judicious to compare the measures insti 
luted hut year aud this for relieving dis¬ 
tress aud to determine how far Govern 
ment assistance is to be preferred to indi 
vidual effort* 

Last year when the calamity came an 
appeal went out to the whole country, and 
a response came from every section. The 
people gave promptly and generously, as 
though it was a privilege. They always 
do this wheu there is a general conviction 
tiiul the case demands it. At tho time of 
the Chicago tire, during the yellow fever 
epidemics and at other periods our people 
gave liberally, spontaneously, almost ex¬ 
cluding any necessity for Government aid. 

This year the chief dependency is on the 
natioual and State appropriations. Sub¬ 
scription* iu the Kn*t aud North and even 
local subscriptions have twen much slower 
und lighter. Appropriations always have 
this effect. They lessen the feeling of per¬ 
sonal responsibility; they weakeu indi¬ 
vidual effort; they'paralyze private enter¬ 
prise. This year the people seemed to 
wait for official action: they, to a great ex* 
tent, threw off the burden on the Govern¬ 
ment, and demanded that it appropriate 
money and organize relief, nnd when this 
was done they seemed, as a rule, sulisfled. 

We must consider this unfortunate alto¬ 
gether. Assistance that costs something, 
that involve* a sacrifice, carries w ith it a 
double blessing. Charity that is altogether 
perfunctory never fully accomplishes its 
object. Again, Government aid is de 
mantled as u right, aud received only as a 
ju*t due. Tim influence is had; It en¬ 
tourages dependence, and stifles that feel- 
iug w hich makes a man want to place 
himself ns soon as possible in a position 
where he will not require assistance. 

Another thing to be noted is that the 
flmi relief boat to leave Cincinnati wits 
sent out by private efforts—the Commercial 
Cantu —several days ahead of the Gov 
eminent, seuding food to the distressed 
districts on th<$ Kate Waters. It is not to 
be doubted that if there had beeu a gen 
eral couviction that the Government could 
or would do nothing, individuals or relief 
organization* would have done oil that the 
Government has undertaken, and they 
would have entered upon the work more 
promptly. 

Weaiu glad to see relief offered on a 


scale os extensive as ha* been mapped out; 
we arc not Inclined to be captious or fault- 
finding, but it is necessary in scasou aud 
out of sessou to protest against that spirit 
which goes to the Government in every 
emergency, which looks to it for every 
good, which undermines that independence 
of character, that seif-confidence, that per¬ 
sona] respect which is the highest product 
of free institutions. 


TELEGRAPH MESSAGES. 

The Inviolability of telegraph message* 

not an open question, as the managers 
of the Ohio and Mississippi road ought to 
understand. 

No operator has the right of his ow n 
volition or under orders from any railroad 
ofllcial to refuse a message because, in his 
opinion, it will iujure the road. 

The message to the Courier-JOURNAL, 
refused February 16, ut Milan, under the 
orders of C. B. Cole. Division 8uperin- 
leiident of the Ohio and Mississippi, was 
not an ordinary menage. It was a rncs- | 
sage sent to make known to the traveling 
public the actual condition of that roao, 
which the nmuagers were taking special 
pains to conceal. 

The road was in a dangerous condition, 
and it was the duty of the press to state 
the fact. The manager* of the roiui were 
not keeping faith w ith tho public. They 
were inducing travelers to take that route 
by statements at variance with the actual 
condition of affair*. Pursuing this policy, 
B. Cole, Division Superintendent of 
tho Ohio and Mississippi, used his author¬ 
ity to suppress a dispatch to the Courier- 
Journal. It was an outrage against‘the 
public aud the press; it was an open vio¬ 
lation of the law. HU action can not be 
adopted or defended either by the Ohio 
aud Mississippi railroad nor by the West¬ 
ern Union Telegraph Company. 

The Courier-Journal has been 
especially careful accurately to describe 
the railroad situation every morning of the 
flood, iu order tbut the traveling public 
might know what to expect. We were 
misled by statements coining from the 
officials of the Ohio and Mississippi, And 
in our turn misled the public. For this 
the officers themselves arc responsible, 
and on exposure of their methods will 
naturally excite suspicion concerning that 
line. In order to reguin the confidence of 
tho public, Mr. Douglas, or Mr. Pea¬ 
body, or 6ome one in authority, must 
repudiate the action of C. B. Cole nnd 
put in hi* place one who better under- 
elands the duty of the position. 

It is not a part of the duties of any rail¬ 
road official to sui>ervh»o telegraph mes¬ 
sages. He has no moro right to read a 
message than be has to open a mail bag 
aud take out a letter. It 1* not merely a 
matter between the Courier-Journal nnd 
the Ohio and Mississippi road; it is be¬ 
tween the people and the Western Union 
Telegraph Company as wclL If the West¬ 
ern Union allow Its employes to be 
ruled by railroad officials—if all messages 
sent over Western Union wires from rail¬ 
road stutious must be approved by rail- 
roud officers—the sooner the public under¬ 
stands it ti e better.

When edu¬ 
cated and traveled visitors came to our 
Exposition Art Gallery, and went away 
pronouncing the verdict that it was the 
beat collection of pictures ever seen iu 
America, and commended the high appre¬ 
ciation of its merit* evidenced by the Lou¬ 
isville people, they said something better 
of us than that we had the finest display of 
machinery tu motion ever seen in America 
and the finest display of textile machinery 
ever seen in the world. Aud yet these 
other things are of great value, aud their 
importance shoutd not bo underestimated. 
A people entirely given to art sre doomed 
to decay, and so n people entirely given to 
the mercantile spirit arc doomed to ig¬ 
norance and bmtishness. 

The letter file* of the Southern Exposi 
lion contain many testimonials from all 
parts of the world to the success of the 
great exhibition of 1883. They are of 
every character, but the most pleasing, be¬ 
cause the least associated with mere 
inoney-making, are the numerous testimo¬ 
nials of those wbo loaned their works of 
art. It i* more than a personal tribute for 
the generous patrons of our effort to say 
that their experience here was exceptional 
In the care, the consideration and the ap¬ 
preciation given to their pictures, for it 
means that tiic community must have 
shared generally in these qualities to so 
successfully insure their exercise. 

The Southern Exposition was an edu¬ 
cator, and a full study of its treasures af¬ 
forded no small part uf a liberal educa¬ 
tion. There were fathers who appreciated 
its advantages and sent their hoys every 
day to this most attractive of school*. 
There were students of music and art who 
dally pursued their studies within itswalls. 
There were men of science aud mechanic* 
who found there conveniently grouped ob¬ 
jects for cxamiuution that could not all 
have been rcuchcd without mouths of 
travel and weeks of leisure.

Wc must have money, and 
earning and saving money is not. in due 
moderation, debasing, Work and money 
arc necessary means to great ends in life, 
nnd training and acquiring means are no¬ 
ble purpose*. Hut the aspiration of every 
intelligent community is beyond this, and 
Louisville owe* it to herself, to ber youth 
and her manhood, to lose no opportunity 
to take a step forward in tho realm of re¬ 
fined aud cultivated civilization.

The Chicago Tribune fail* to see the 
point in the rice dispute. The discontent 
of planters does not address itself to the 
whole question, but only to a very real and 
wanton grievance which grows out of the 
act of March, 1883. The Tribune, as we 
shall show, represents a farming constitu¬ 
ency which is directly interested in this 
question, although their farms lie far almve 
the rice latitude. The act of March, 1883, 
imposed n duty of two aud a quarter cents 
per pound U|*m cleaned rice, and a duty 
of twenty per cent, ad valorem upon rice 
flour aud rice meal. The Treasury De¬ 
partment has ruled that cracked rice is to 
be taxed at the rate of rice meal. Now. 
there is one great interest to whom cracked 
rice or rice meul Is u* valuable as whole 
rice, aud only in the United State*. That 
is the brewing Interest. This interest is 
thus allowed to import rice at a rate of 
duty less than half that paid by all other 
consumers. The difference in rates is 
nothing more than a job in behalf of one 
intercut in a thousaud, and to accomplish 
their wishes ncc planter* arc deprived of 
ono of the largest sources of demand. Iu 
the meanwhile the interest of the barley 
producers of the Northwest are in like 
manner placed at a disadvantage, because 
the rice meal Likes the pi- y as 

well as whole nee. All school* of econo¬ 
mist* must coudetnn a discrimination so 
indefensible. 

In an article discussing the registration 
law, the Courier-Journal having in view 
the growing evils which that law is designed 
to restrict, said good uuluredly that "Lou¬ 
isville *&1 owe* the small dark horse of 
Madison a grudge for that veto.’* Since 
that veto matters with us have grown 
steadily from had to worse, and much of 
this is due undoubtedly to the fact that we 
have no registration law. We have not 
for a mohi. ni questioned the motives of 
Gov. McCreary, nor would we seriously 
intimate that Louisville owes a grudge to 
him fordoing just what his oath required 
him to do. About the constitutionality of 
the law there is, of course, two opinion*. 
Gov. McCreary, as he waa bound to do, 
was guided by his own conviction, and he 
has the satisfaction of kaowiug tbut his 
veto w as sustained by a vote of 71 to 4. 
As to the feeling Mi Louisville to Gov. Mc¬ 
Creary it is of tho kindest. He hns cer¬ 
tainly *hown his good will toward us in 
many instances, and the Courier-Journal 
would do nothing to change this mutual 
good feeling. All the same we hope to see 
a registration act ponsed, free from consti¬ 
tutional objections, a* in this way w e would 
lake a long step iu the elevation of politics 
in Louisville, which arc very much more 
thoroughly demoralized than Gov.

COMMERCE AND CULTURE. 

The suggestions that have been made in 
the Courier-Journal in regard to an 
Exhibition in 1884 have taken an exclu¬ 
sively mercantile view of the situation. It 
hns been shown how an Exposition this 
year can be made as beneficial in Its mate¬ 
rial results a* that of last year, and how 
the very fact of success last year has made 
another Exhibition indispensable to our 
mercantile interests. This course of dis¬ 
cussion has been followed because the first 
thing needed was n money subscription of 
considerable amount, which had to come 
principally from business men In their bus¬ 
iness hours, when they were accustomed 
to considering how a thing would pay in a 
pecuniary sense. 

Our people would be altogether un 
worthy of tho prosperity which bus at¬ 
tended their efforts if they confine their 
idea of compensation for outlay of money 
only to material benefits. Our churches, 

• our schools, aud our benevolent institu¬ 
tions aud organizations all bear convincing 
testimony to the fact that our people can 
move ou a higher plane. The flood sub¬ 
scription now pouring into the Board of 
Trade shows that our people are sus¬ 
ceptible of something beyond gain and 
capable of something even higher than 
commercial enterprise. It is true we have 
no great music hull, no public parks, no 
great statues, no public art galleries, and 
that our public libraries arc still in a state 
of infancy. But we have had much to 
contend with: depressing circumstances 
before the war. diro (-onfusion during the 
war, painful effort for recuperation after 
the war—all tending to returd our 
progress, not, only in its commercial and 
industrial character, but in the distin¬ 
guishing features of a refined nud culti¬ 
vated civilization. 

The most sizflnl note of true progress 
we have yet given to the world was tho 
Southern Exposition. It was not only the 
vast array of machinery, the comprehen¬ 
sive displays of mineral nnd agricultural 
products nnd the innumerable evidences 
of industrial development flint told the 
country that wc were abreast the times. 
The highest evidence wo gave was to be 
found lu the music hail and the art gal¬ 
lery. These words arc not written with 
an overstraiued idea of the importance of 
such things; they do not re<t on a fanciful 
theory of culture. They mean simply that 
a people w holly given up to trade arc ns 
devoid of refined civilization as a people 
wholly given up to war. They mean, 
further, that a people may make nil the 
money in the world and yet be brutal and 
vulgar; they menn that our Exposition 
might have been a great revelation of ma 
ehinery nnd industry, our commercial en¬ 
terprise iu getting it up and supplying 
the money might have astonished all peo¬ 
ple, and yet wc might have shown a lack 
of appreciation of cause and effect, an ig¬ 
norance of the tendencies nnd result* of 
development, a destitution of taste nnd 
cultivation, that would hav* made our 
community an object of derision. 

Our art gallery and our crowded music 
ball stamped the taste nnd education of 
our people It is nothing that we have no 
great permanent music ball, no great per¬ 
manent art gallery, for we have not bad 
the money heretofore with which to pro¬ 
vide them. It is nothing to a lover of 
music that he doe* not keep a full orches¬ 
tra at hi* command. It is nolhiug to a 
lover of art that he does not fill hi* homo 
with the most valuable work* of the gnat 
master*. It is u mutter of money, us weil 
ns a matter of taste and cultivation. But 
it does not count against a professed lover 
of music or of art that he fling* away his 


FREE AND TAXED PRICES. 

The appended extract is clipped from a 
report of a conference held last week be¬ 
tween the M ays and Means Committee of 
the nouse of Representatives uud certain 
representatives of the woolen goods inter¬ 
est. It is as follows; 

" ‘You prefer high priced raw material*, then!* 
asked Mr. Htwirr. Mr. Wbitman replied that 
under the tariff the price of wool has decreased 
in the United States, and Mr. Amidown showed 
that on January 1, 1H84. XX Ohio clothing wool 
was selling at cents against 44 cent* on Janu¬ 
ary I, lbhv;. and XX New York. Wisconsin and 
Michigan wool at 34 eenUagainst 40 cents two 
years ago. Mr. Amidowk aUo read a statement 
that tho selling price* of cotton goods hare fallen 
UO per cent, to 34-per cent., und of blankets 30 
percent, to 44 percent, in two years. ‘To what 
do you attribute the decline*’ asked Mr HEftacar 
•To tit* constant agitation of the tariff question,* 
was tho reply." ^ 

lu answer to Mr. Herbert’* last ques¬ 
tion, it is very evideut that this advocate of 
high duties upsets the stock argument of 
his school: that high duties cheapen manu¬ 
factured products. It ib strenuously urged 
that, a* a result of protection iron and 
steel and their products, textile fibers and 
fabrics, and, indeed, all staple productions, 
are being steadily reduced in price by rea¬ 
son of the stimulus to production furnished 
by rich protective premiums. Mr. Ami 
down notifies us, however, that the agency 
which produces this depreciaiiou is tariff 
agitation. All principles have a double 
face to the wily attorneys of class privileges. 

By the way, let us compare the prices of 
sonic other articles in New Y’orkon those 
two dates. On January 1, 1882. middling 
cotton was worth life, nod on January 1, 
1884. lOfc; No. 2 red wheat was worth 
$1 41 on January 1, 1882, aud $1 14 on 
January 1. 1874; No. 2 corn was worth 714c 
on January 1, 1882, and 6oc on January 1, 
1884; patent flour was worth $6 50^8 50 
on January I, 1882, and $5 25<j£fi 75 on 
Janiitirv 1, 1884. Now those staple articles 
are not at all concerned iu high duties or 
tariff agitations, and yet they show a de¬ 
cline equal to that in the \foolen interest 
If the gentleman hud compnred the 
prices of the railroad securities dealt in at 
the New York block Exchange, lie would 
have found that average prices on January 
1 . 188*2, were at least fid per ccut. higher 
than on January 1, 1884. Wall street 
evidently not sufficiently protected. 

If he bad compared the general price 
list* of England, the champion free trade 
nation, be would have discovered that 
similar general decline hns taken place in 
British market*. 

Such are the baseless premises and sbnl 
low arguments rolled upon to deceive the 
public into supporting the preteusiou* of 
the “grand old party" and its system of 
popular gratuities to tho favored few who 
thrive upon the sweat of the multitude. 

The people of the United States regard 
themselves, and arc probably considered 
t»y tho world at large, as the most in 
veutive people of all ages. The earth 
full, figuratively speakiug. of their 
mechanical achievements, nnd the grounds 
of this belief arc practically uumberless. 
We shall not attempt to disturb public 
opinion on this question, but tho people 
%re entitled to know the truth, even when 
it may be hard to reconcile the truth to 
impressions which flatter our self-love. 
The President of the British Board of 
Trade, who has supervision of the Bureau 
of Patent*, stated recently that 30,000 
patents were issued in the United King 
dom last year, lu tho United Hates 
nliout 20,000 were issued. The popula 
lion of the United Kingdom is about 32, 
000,000 people, and that of the United 
Hales is about 58,000,000. In England 
ono patent was issued to every 1,067

Committee on Pensions might be reached. 

That committee asked a suspension of tho 
rules that & date might be fixed to consider 
the bill granting an increase of pensions to 
the veterans of the Mexican war. Tins bill 
puts on the roll# the Mexican veterans who 
also served in the Confederate army, and 
gives them the same peuriuns as thus* vet¬ 
erans who did not servo on that. side. 

This was a gage sufficient to arouse Re¬ 
publican ire. Heed, of Maine, immediately 
jumped to the front to lend the opposition. 

His Republican brethren rallied around him. 

Then filibustering commenced; the Repub¬ 
licans would not vote. There was no quo¬ 
rum present because of their abstaining 
from voting, nnd there not being a sufficient 
number of votes of members present iu favor 
of the bill to constitute a quorum, a call of 
the House was ordered at 6 o'clock. 

Then commenced the usual scenes incident 
to a call of the House. Members were 
brought in by the Serg*ant-at-Arm« and 
arraigned at the bar of tho House to give 
their excuse, for not being in attendance. 

The same old farce which has so often beeu 
enacted on the floor wont on, to tho groat 
amusement of the members on tho floor and 
the very few people in the galleries. Xotb- 
lug except disorder and legislative tomboy- 
uhness was ever accomplished by a call of 
the House. 

Members were dragged from their beds 
and from festive boards to the House, where, 
if they were Republican*, they refused to 
vote, and, as but very few Democrat* were 
caught, there was no quorum at 12 o'clock. 

Hundreds of motions to adjourn were made 
and voted down. Most of the absentees 
without leave yanked in were in full dress. 

They nearly all made the same excuse, that 
they did not know that the House was in 
session. Tne House would then, on a viva 
voce vote, reject the motion to excuse tho 
delinquents, und then, on a division, excuse 
them. 

Many of the excuses were of a humorous 
rbaracter, or, at least, supposed to bo. It 
iid not, however, take much to make mem¬ 
bers laugh. Fine* ranging from five cents to 
$100,000 wero proposed and voted down. 

'There was a great deal of smoking ou tho 
floor, and always much disorder. Feet wero 
generally placed upon the de*ks. Juki tig 
and story-telling was the order when delin¬ 
quent men were not giving their 
excuse*, which invariably produced much 
hilarity. At 12:30 tho House was still 
in session. The Republicans were still re¬ 
fusing to vote.

A CALL OF COMMITTEES 

RESULTS IN F1XIXO A DATE FOR SPECIAL 

CONSIDERATION OF THUUMaN’* PACIFIC 

RAILROAD ACTS.

Washington, Feb. 18.—After tho call of 
States in the House to-day for the intro¬ 
duction of bills, thero was a rail of commit 
tees to present measures for consideration 
under a suspension of the rules. The call of 
all the committees was not completed, but 
there were n number of resolutions put In to 
suspend tho rules and set dates for tho con¬ 
sideration of certain measure* which have 
been matured by the various committees. 
None of these resolutions were of vital im¬ 
portance. 

The most important of them was the reso¬ 
lution which Mr. Dorsheimer. from the Ju- 
liciary Committee, brought in. It was to 
’ *’ for the consideration of 
_ which that committee has 
agreed upon. Mr. Dorsbelmor made a very 
good argument In favor of the bill. Mr. 
Ka-auu. of Iowa, in seconding him, said 
that tho object of the bill was 
not to protect foreign authors, but to re cog¬ 
nise their right to their own property. 
There i* no civilised country, except the 
United States, which has not in Some man¬ 
ner recognised the rights of foreign authors 
to that w hich their brains produce. Mr. 
Dorabeimer explained that the bill would 
only apply to the authors of those countries 
which exteuded similar rights as are em¬ 
bodied in it to American authors. 

Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, and one or 
two others spoke in opposition to fixing a day 
for consideration of the bill, *\n eye and no 
vote resulted in the rejection of the resolu¬ 
tion to that effect. 

Another important resolution brought for¬ 
ward was from the Committee on the Pacific 
Railroad. Mr. Cassidy, the Chairman, 
moved its adoption under a suspension of the 
rules. It was to fix March 12, uext. and 
days succeeding until the business is disposed 
of, for the consideration of such bills ns raav 
have been matured by the committee. It 
was one of the most sweeping resolu¬ 
tions of the cnnractcr ever brought in. 
It would, if it had been adopted, have 

f riven to the Pacific Railroad Committee a 
one monopoly of the attention of the House. 
For this reason it was hotly opposed. It did 
not go through. 

If it had not been for Phil. Thompson the 
committee would not have secured a .-pedal 
date for any busines*. Mr Thompson moved 
to substlyjte for the Ca-sidny resolution 
one fixing March 12 and succeeding 
day* until disposed of for the consideration 
of "the bill*, enlarging tho Thurman act in 
regard to making the Pacific railroad pay 
their debt to the Government and compelling 
them to pay for the survey of public lands 
granted them. Mr. Thompson s resolution 
w as. after a good d-. al of discussion, finally 
adopted. Mr. Thompson secured the com¬ 
mittee some!bins wjiure it would otherwise 
have got nothing.

CHICAGO MAKING A DETERMINED EFFORT

Washington, Feb. 18.—Hon. Henry D. 
dcHenry, member of tho Democratic 3»n- 
lonal Committee from Ohio county. Col. J. 
itoddard Johnston, Hon. Atilia Cox, J. R. 
loach, Judge R. H. Thompson and Uou. G. 
V. Triplett, of Kentucky, have arrived in 
he city and are actively at work to securo 
Ihe National Democratic Convention at 
Louisville. The National Committee will 
meet in this city on Friday next to decide 
upon tho time and place for holding tho next 
National Democratic Convention. 

Although one or more Lantern localities 
have been suggested as suitable for the con¬ 
vention, opinion is quite pronounced that 
the choice of the committee will fall upon 
some Western city.

BROKERING ON BANKING. 

MORE TIME CONSUMED IN TALKING OF CON¬ 
TRACTION AND RELIEF.

Washington, Feb. 18 —There was an¬ 
other learned financial debate in the Senate 
to-dnv on McFbersou's bill relating to the 
circulation of Natiouai bank*. 

Mr. Pugh led ofT with n speech in which 
he alluded to the dangers of contraction, re¬ 
ferred to the duty of Congress to prevent it, 
and expressed his conviction tuat tho bill 
would«atTord a fair measure of relief. 

Mr. Coke followed with an attack on 
the national banks, which he said had out¬ 
lived their usefulness, and he would never 
give his assent to any scheme which tended 
to perpetuate and assist them. For this rea¬ 
son be was opposed to tho bill aud most of 
the amendments. 

Mr. Vest made tho speech cf the day. It 
was a vigorous attack ou the national bank¬ 
ing system, which, with the railroads, ho 
said, practically owned the country. Legis¬ 
lators seemed to be the slave* of the 
bank*. Anyone who said a word against 
them was looked upon as a communist. The 
only question seemed to be, how to reduce or 
induce those nntional banks to continue in 
existeuce in order to make money out of tho 
necesritios of the people. The bill was a 
temporary resort, it was efft-red in the 
faiiu that when the last dollar of the national 
debt is paid, the intellect of some financier 
would find some means of fanning 
the bank* on the country for ail 
time to come; but it was little use 
speaking against the bunk*. The fiat baa 
gone forth. He knew the national banks 
would get what they wanted. The only 
scruple in the Senate was as to who should 
do the most for them; who should burn the 
most incense; who should excel in singing 
pens of praise to those marvei* of financial 
Institution*. 

Mr. Jones, of Florida, defended the 
national banks on constitutional grounds. 
Mr. Morrill said It wus evident 
that the Senator from Missouri wanted the 
Government to become a great untionul 
banking institution for the Issue of paper 
money without any preparation for its re¬ 
demption. Whenever that policy had been 
adopted, he remarked, the paper had never 
been redeemed in gold. - 

After a short speech by Mr. Call, in which 
he took the ground that a diminution of tax¬ 
ation would dimmish most of the evil* corn- 
plumed of, the Senate, without reaching a 
vote, went into executive session.

REGULATING PILOTS. 

AN OLD PILOT SAYS THE BILL IS A GOOD 
ONE, AND THE ASSOCIATION FAVOR* ITS 
PASSAGE. 

f Special to the Courier-Journal.) 
Washingtqn, Feb. 18.— “Captain, what 
do you think of tbe regulation just adopted 
by the Board of Supervising Steamboat In¬ 
spectors, requiring every one who applies for 
a pilot license to have served three years in 
the businetef” was asked of a pilot who for 
the lost 40 years has beeu service on tbe 
I'otouac. 

•It’s a good thing,•* he replied. “It is 
clearly in the interest of safety to life and 
property. In fact, together with steamboat 
owuers in New York, we advocate the meas¬ 
ure. 1 expect that another provision will be 
added that an application for license must 
lie signed by six pilot*. Tbe present law on 
tbe subject is: A man. after paying fifty 
ceuta and getting the signature of two men, 
supposed to be pilots, to hi* application, goes 
and obtains bis license. In the past forty 
year* I've known only of one man being re¬ 
fused license, and that wn* for color blind¬ 
ness. Formerly a pilot had to pay $10 a 
year, but that was claimed to he too much, 
so it was reduced to 50 cents. The Local 
Inspectors have no mrauv of examining 
pilots. They can examine engineers, bu* no 
piloie; so the matter has been left to tbe good 
unturo of the pilots here, who sign, I sup¬ 
pose, in many coses, because they do not 
wish to appear unfriendly* to the 
applicant. our association ha* 

token hold of the matter, and I 

expect our example will be followed 
throughout the country. The Pilots’ Asso¬ 
ciation here is the only one of the kind, but 
there are other aasociatu n*. They conenrn 
Hie relation of wages, and do not relate to 
the inoouipetency of pilot*. Of course we 
expect that one brother will not take the iob 
of another at less wages, but beyond that 
tbe association does not concern it¬ 

self so much about wages as about 
the ability of tbe men who run 
the i*onts." With the adoption of this 

regulation the Examining Board of the as¬ 
sociation will examine qualifications of ap¬ 
plicant*, and, if they are satisfactory, they 
will be recommended for licenses.” 

“Do you know of any cases of incompent 
pilots on the river: ’ 

The Captain replied: “A man recently ob¬ 
tained a pilot’* license who bad never been 
ou deck of a steamboat in his life except a* it 
passenger, liis application was signed by 
two men who are not pilots. The cose 
is to bo investigated. Why. when be ran 
his boat down to Alexandria, he didn't know 
how to get it away from the wharf, and had 
to call on other men. ’’ 

Tho Captain added that he wished the 
Supervising Inspectors woul l make the 
regulation more stringent, granting only a 
second-class license after a three-years' 
sarvice. requiring one year’s service under 
a head pilot.

—Thu stock market 
opened weak but immediately rallied. Dur- 
tug the first dealing- there was a good deal of 
excitement iu Uuioti FaciAc, which woe *o 
scarce in the loan crowd that was bid (or 
the day. Coder this squeeze the stock was 
bought in by the short*, and the price run up 
to 84;’i. The interest then turned to Lacka¬ 
wanna, which was very strong until 2 
o'clock, when the price reached 12D%. 
Meantuuo the market did not act right. The 
Vanderbilt* were wreak, Northwest being a 
point off, and the general list had only the 
appearance id strength. 

It been mo clear later cm that some one was 
selling the market. Large block- of St. 
Paul. Union Pacific and other stocks which 
had been bought on Saturday wero thrown 
overboard at a loss, but not a great one, for 
the strength of Lackawauua was calculated 
to make the traders beliovo that prices would 
go up. Several times during the late ad¬ 
vance Mr. Gould ha* used Lackawanna as a 
forerunner of better prices. 

Under the selliug, which was general, the 
market cm no very heavy, aud finally 
broke. This was only a few minutes before 
the closing hour, but there was a very rapid 
decline. Just before the gong sounded the 
suspension of McGinnis Brothel** & Fearing, 
a well-known firm of broker*, was an¬ 
nounced. There was no time to do business 
after the Chairman finished reading their let¬ 
ter. but it is probable that the rapid drop 
w as induced by celling on the part of those 
who bad early information of the suspension.

3 o’clock the failure of McGinnis Bros. & 
Fearing, 38 Broad street, \\*n* announced at 
the Stock Exchange. Ttiore was much sur¬ 
prise among the brokers. The hou»e wn*. a 
very old one and was thought to be rich. 
The member* of the firm are John McGinnis, 
Edward McGinnis and C harles P. Fearing. 
In the notice to the board the firm simply 
said that they were compelled to sus- 
l»eiid and that they owed very little to tho 
members of tho Exchange. 

The firm'* affair* were involved last fall at 
the time of thu great depression in Northern 
Pacific, and since that time there has been u 
constant struggle to regain tho lost position. 
This condition of affairs was unknown to tho 
street, aud the firm was considered perfectly 
sound. It is known that M«*sr*. McGinnis 
Bros. & Fearing were the broker* of 
Henry Villard, and they occupied 
confidential relations with George 
M. Pullman, for whom they did a large 
business. The operation* for Mr. Villard 
were unsuccessful, and Villard’s failure left 
the firm badly crippled. E. C. Stedman. 
the poet broker, who was the spokesman for 
the firm after tliu failure, said bo hoped ar¬ 
rangements would soot) be made with the 
creation ou which business might be re¬ 
sumed. 

Charles Fwiring denied the story that bis 
firm held a large block of Pullman Palace 
Car stock, which would be thrown 
on the market aud raid that the private bal¬ 
ance of Geo. M. Pullman showed a consider¬ 
able sum in his favor. He hoped to be able 
to resume in a few' days. 

Thu ouspunsion created great excitement 
among brokers, and the bears made a good 
dual of capital out of it. If it proves merely 
a brokers' failure ami no Urge blocks of 
stock are tbrowu on the market the effect 
will not be serious, though it is n bad matter 
in any event in the present strained and un 
natural condition of stocks. 

Tho same partners did large grain commis¬ 
sion business under the firm name of Fearing 
A Co. It was thought that this firm would 
not be compelled to *u*puud.

Competent mineralogists have exam¬ 
ined the mine* and pronounced them good. 
The quality of the mlua is first-class, as 
evidenced by the ready *ale of 
a considerable amount. The mines aro 
a continuation of the North Curoliua 
mines. As they are in sections of the Statu 
remote from trading points and railroads,

Tbe market is improving, however,through 
the action ot loyal business men, who are 
giving the owners a fair benefit, to which 
they are entitled, and thus putting tbo in¬ 
dustry on a healthy basis.

TUE MINISTERS. 


Proceedings of a Special Meeting Relative 
to a Xctr Sunday Late—Text of 
thm Proposed Enactment. 

OTHER MATTER8 CONSIDERED* 


Yesterday there was a good attendance at 
the special meeting of the Louisville Minis¬ 
terial Association to hear the report of tbe 
Sunday Uw Memorial Committee, to whom 
bad been referred the petition presented by 
three Methodist ministers. Revs. H. C. Set¬ 
tle, J. \V. Bighorn and I. W. Emcrxon. 

President Perkins called the meeting to 
ordor, and in the ahsencoof Secretary Huber 
Ruv. H. K. Fenner was made Secretary pro 
tern. Rev. 8. 8. Waltz, the new pa*tor of 
tho Fir*t English Lutheran church, was 
elected to membership aud introduced. 

The report of the Committee oil Memorial 
was read by Chairman J. W. Bighorn, as 
follows: 

To THE Mi.VISTXRUL ASSOCIATION OF Loi'ISVlI.!.* 

AXt» Vicinity—Y our cnnimliieo. |to whom wm 
referred the memorial from the preachers moot¬ 
ing of thu M. K. Church South, upon the subject 
of Sabbath itesecrnuon, would respootfullv sub¬ 
mit the folio* ing report: 

“First—That we are in heartj a cord with tbe 
sentirnrnl of said paper 
Second—-We have examined the statutes of 
Kentucky pertaining to sabbath observance, 
and the amendment thereto of April 13,18X0. 
and the Judicial decisions of Judge Jackson in 
teat case of tbe Pommonwealth of Kentucky 
B Fred Ault man and others, wherein His Honor 
decided that the provisions of said amendment 
did not apply to the city of Louisville. 

Third— \ our committee further find that the 
penalty attached to the violation of ti.e statute 
and amendment I* not suffh'ient to bring within 
tho jurisdiction of ihoApprllate Court prosecu¬ 
tion* for a violation therefor, hence no appeal 
could betaken in tho tent case referred to. 

Fourth - We further find that the existing stat¬ 
ute and amend meat art* constitutional 
Hfth-W© therefore recommend to this asso¬ 
ciation that (t memorialize the Legislature of 
Kentucky, now in session, to enact such a law or 
law* embracing the provisions con tamed in sec 
lion 10 article 17, or cliapter 20, of the General 
Statutes of Kentucky, and the amendment there¬ 
to of April lo, 1880, with the difference only of 
an increased penalty for a violation thereof to 
$150. ami including the city of Louisville within 
its operations, as well a* the Commonwealth at 
large. \V® respectfully recommend the adoption 
of the following memorial to the Legislature of 
Kentucky, now in seaiuon. ami the appointment 
of a committee to present the *ame.

THE MEMORIAL. 

Loosville, Kt„ Feb . 1884.— To the Honor¬ 
able Senate and House of Rep- esmtahve* of thm 
Kentucky Legislature now au« tabled; from the 
Ministerial Association of Lou is v lie. Ken iteky , 
and Vicinity—tiin: Tbe MlniMcrial Association, 
whose constitution, laws and list of members are 
herewith inclosed wodld respectfully memorial¬ 
ize your honorable body on a subject of vital In¬ 
terest to every enlightened citiznn of thu Com¬ 
monwealth. viz.; the proper observance of one 
day in seven as a day ot rest. We would respect¬ 
fully represent that the observance of one day in 
seven as a d*y of rest contributes to tho well¬ 
being of both man and beast. 

Find—By affording an opportunity to every 
citizen for that repose of the body so neceaaary 
from continual labor in the various industries of 
Ilf* a* well as allowing the privilege to of enjoy- 
lug the benefit of those Influences employed for 
the promotion of morals and civilatiuu. 

Second—By affording the rest Indispensable 
to the protection and preservation of the vast 
property ot our citizeus In the live stock, so ex¬ 
tensively empioyod in agriculture, commerce 
and trade. 

Third—That the Sabbath day ha* been recog¬ 
nized as tbe day of rest by thu best regulated 
Governments uf the world, and observed by tue 
most eminent and enlightened citizen* of tho 
State and the United state* from time itnmem- 
utorlai by scrupulous oht dienco to the law* made 
from time to time for its enforcement 

Fourth—That the desecration of the Sabbath, 
and especially by the veudlng of intoxicating 
liquors on th»t day. is demoralizing to society 
and increases vice aud ain, and ought, therefore, 
to be suppressed. 

Fifth -That many citizens, whose characters 
and enterprise are most valuable to tue Stele 
and society, are greatly discouraged nnd often 
prevented from entering Inlu competition in the 
trade and Industry of the State because of the 
advantage enjoyed over them by ether* le t* 
scrupulous, who violate the Sabbath day. there¬ 
by monopolizing one-sev*ntli of all tbe time; 
thus thousand* of dollars are diverted from or 
kept out entirely from the trade and commerce 
of our Stuia 

Therefore n© pray for such legislation by your 
honorable body as will afford proj»«r relief, and 
respectfully suggest the adoption of llm act ap¬ 
pended tu this memorial aud for thu relief herein 
contemplated we will ever pray. 

THE PROPOSED LAW. 

An Act Regulate Business Upon the Sabbath 
Pay. 

Se-tiox 1. No work or bunion shall be 
dune on the Sabtmth day, except ordinary house¬ 
hold offices, or other work of necessity or 
charity. 

If any person on the Sabbath day shall him¬ 
self be found at his own or auy oiitur trade or 
calling, or shall employ his apprentice or other 
persoti in labor or other business, whether the 
same be for profit or nmuscinent unless such as 
i* permitted above, he «hall Ih» fined not leas 
than $2 nor inure than $150 for each offense. 

Every person or apprentice an employed shall 
be deemed a separate off«n*e. Persona 
who are members of a religious society who ob¬ 
serve as a Sabbath any other day in the week 
than btindav. shall not be liable to the penalty 
prescribed in this section if they ohMirv© os *n 
Sabbath otiu day iu each seven, a* herulu pro 
vided. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any tav¬ 
ern-keeper. whether licensed by the Srate or by 
authorliv «if the ( OURty Court, or by the Trus¬ 
tees or other authorities of any city or town, or 
for any saloon-kee)K«r or any other denlrr la 
spiritous. vinous or malt liquor to have open 
bar-room or other place of hurdnees or in any 
way to *©11, give or otherwise dispose of spirit- 
ous, vinous or nuUt liquors on Sunday. 

Sec. 3. The keeping open of; a bar-room or 
store or any other place for the sale of 
such liquors, or tbo selling or disposing of »uch 
liquors, shall be deemed a violation of this act 
aud shall upon conviction subject the oifender to 
the pains and penalties provided therein, and 
shall mon over for the third offense forfeit bis 
lirense. whether State, count v. or town license. 

Set. 4 That tills act *half be given in charge 
of thu grand jury by the Judge of thee uru 
having jurisdiction of the offenses committed 
hereunder. 

Sec. 5. That all acta or parti of acta in con¬ 
flict herewith are hereby repealed. That this 
act shall apply to ihr entire state of Kentucky 
and in every citv. town and village therein, in 
chiding the city of Lrmi*ville. 

Sbc.JI. This act ahull take effect on and after 
its linage. 

AN EXPRESSION OF OPINION. 

Dr Bighatn made a splendid speech, ex¬ 
plaining the ftuMitmre proposed. He lind bcou 
a lawyer before becoming n minister, and 
bad co’usulted lawyers and logtalatora in this 
matter. 

Dr. Hobbs wanted the first section of the 
law, relating to the laboring classes, made 
fuller, which, after a general debate, was 
agreed to. 

Dr. Browder told how successfully and 
happily the Sanday law worked m other 
cities, and wa* anxious to haro it beru. 

After ocher favorable remarks the report 
was adopted. 

Dr. Christie said—“Tbe adoption of the 
report carries with it tbe appointment of a 
committee to present it at Frankfort. I 
suggest that this committee giro the Presi¬ 
dent suitable name*. I move that memorials, 
with blank petitions, be sent to every minis¬ 
ter In tbe city to obtain signatures.” 

Dr. Perkins—“I suggest that memorials 
aud petitions also he aunt to tbe Board of 
Trade and the Secretary of the Y. M. C. A ” 
Dr. Christie—“Unless tbe temper of tbe 
legislature ha* changed, it will grant this 
memorial.” 

Dr. H. 0. Morrison—“I second Dr. Chris¬ 
tie’s motion.” 

Dr. Hobbs—“Before you vote 1 have a 
a word. Distributing those memorial* 
will stir up discussion and 
strife, which we should avoid. 
Better leave all this to tbe committee; there 
mav be no need of the petition circulating.” 

Dr. Christie—“All right; if the committee 
think best I will withdraw mv motion.” 

Dr. H. C. Morrison—“I object. 1 think 
this subject will bear discussion, and i *ay 
let it come. What does the committee sa v r' 
Dr. Bigbam—“I can speak personally, 
but not for the committee, i would like to 
confer with them.” 

Dr. H C. Morrison—“The public is not 
unaware of our Action, they are posted by 
the press. The petition won’t bring any¬ 
more opposition.” 

THE COMMITTEE. 

The Chairman announced the Frankfort 
committee a* follows: Dr. E. T. Porkin*. 
Episcopal; Dr. Bigham, Methodist: J. H. 
Morriwm ana R. Cnnstie, Presbyterian; A.

Baptist. 

Un motion of Dr. Christie, Dr. T. D. 
Wiihurspoou, Presbyterian, was added to 
tUd committee. 

THE FLOOD SUFFERER!*. 

Dr. Perkius— “On behalf of the Flood 
Bufferers’ Relief Committee, I rei>ori that 
Dr. Hobbs is our Treasurer, and is ready to 
receive your contribution.” 

The members gatheied around aud paid 
the Treasurer several hundred dollars. • 


Dr. Christie—“! move that the attention 
of pastors along the river front bo colled to 
the fact that Dr. Hobb* has money for tho 
relief of thus* deserving cases who would 
suffer rather than publicly a*k for aid.” 

l)r. Perkins—“It ha* been decided that our 
money shall be paid to the Board of Trade. *' 
Dr. Christie—“1 don’t contemplate cut¬ 
ting off our connection with the Board of 
Trade.” 

Dr. Hobbs—“I move to turn over our 
money to the Board of Trade and Citizens’ 
Relief Committee, with the understanding 
that they will honor our request for aid to 
such cases as Dr. Christie refers. ” 

Dr. Settle—“I am glnd that motion is 
made. With two association* there would 
bu a crossing of paths.” 

Dr. Christie— “I am tbe last one to an¬ 
tagonize thu Board of Trade, but wo aro 
leaving a deserving class unaided. Y'cu put 
the mone^r in the Board of Trado and lose 
control. They i*»ue uo monov nor clothing; 
tho element I refur to need three. ” 

Dr. Lewi*—“I move to auitmd that the 
Board of Trade be requested to use the 
tnouey as indicated by Dr. Chri-die.” 

Dr. Hubert*—“I am iu favor of Dr. 
Christie’* suggestion. 1 bad experience in 
distributiug $250 tbo Baptists contributed 
last year. The pastors know certain coaes 
and tbu Board of Trade do not.” 

Dr. J. H. Morrunm—“I seconded Dr. 
Hobb’s motion because 1 thought such cases 
for relief were included. ” 

Dr. Penick—“1 thought of all this before. 
My idaa wo* to leave all our money iu our 
treasury. If at uny time the Board of 
Trade noeded money pay to them. If not, 
when we uso it wo cun report our expendi¬ 
ture.” 

Dr. Hobbs—“My motion included the idea 
of Dr. Christie.” 

Dr. Christie—“We had better keep control 
for two or three weeks, reporting to the 
Board of Trade how muen we have and the 
kind of eabe* we are endeavoring to aid, who 
will not apply to them.” 

Dr. Hobbs—“It is immaterial to me; only 
I don’t want anything that looks like lack of 
oo-operation.” 

I)r. H. C. Morrison—“I favor Dr. Hobbs* 
motion. If «e have two placet from which 
to procure aid, we may waste our contribu¬ 
tions; many will apply to both places ” 

Dr. Christie—‘ ‘They can apply in two w ays 
now. I move that our committee confer 
w ith tho Board of Trade in regard to this 
and arrange what i* best.” 

Dr. Perkins—“That is wi«e; but as 1 am 
already on tho Board of Trade Committee, 
appoint auothur. 1 *ugge»t our Treasurer,” 
which was unanimously agreed to. 

Dr. Perkiuz—“1 have a private letter, but 
as you are all interested 1 will read it to 
you. It is from Mis* Jennie Casseday, and 
is as follows: 

Bear Dh. Fereins— 1 can't tell how pained and 
grlev*Ml 1 was to see an article in tho psper show¬ 
ing the city panto is are opposing Hie Flower Mis¬ 
sion. I fear something Is wrong. Wbat has been 
done! Pl»**e call and see me. 1 ask tuat of you 
as Fresideut of the Minister*' Association. 1 be 
long to you and you belong to me. 1 a*ked you 
when 1 began this work, and you sanctioned it, 
etc. 

“Now,” continued Dr. Perkins, “I never 
saw tho article in the paper, but wheu 1 
entered my Industrial School they usked 
wrhy we had assailed the Flower Mission, and 
told uie of the article. I said reporter* are 
not always reliable, and smiled the matter 
uwuy. I stopped, on my way to the Board 
of 'lrade, at Mrs. Tripp's, aud told her how 
the matter was, and from the Board of 
Trado 1 wrote a letter to Mbs Coasedav. Sbo 
is a boiv woman, confined to a sick-lknl, 
from which she exercises a happy-iufluence 
ggl equaled by any one in this city. 
W hen I reached home I found her letter. I 
theu raw how the paper bad assailed us, aud 
inserted a card in reply, os did Dr. Settle.” 

Dr. Pouick—“In ray innocence and ignor¬ 
ance 1 have brought down all this wrath by 
asking, ‘Who are the Flower Mission'' 1 
wanted to know*; my church ladies wanted 
to co-opurate, and 1 didn’t know a single one 
connected with the Mission. My word* were 
uiUreprusou ted. * * 

Dr. Christie— “Misapprehended.” 

Dr. Peuick—“Misrepresented was the word 
I used, and that is what 1 mean. 1 don't 
mean the COCRIKR-JOUKXAL; that paper's 
report was correct.”

FOOD A DCLTERA TIOX. 


Prof. Tauuer** Lecture at the Polytechnic 
Boom* bait Evening. 

Dr. Tanner gave another of bis interesting 
and instructive lociuree to a very large audt- 
enco lost night. The subject of food adul¬ 
teration was continued, and tbo substances 
examined were milk, bread, baking pow¬ 
ders, laid, mustard and condiments gener¬ 
ally. In speaking of tnilk thu Dootor said it 
would be suportiuous to mention the fact 
that water was thu great fnund of thu milk¬ 
man, a* this truth was well known to every 
one in bu audience, as it did not require a 
chemical analysis or a very close scrutiny of 
tbe milk generally to prove it. If this was 
all that was placed in milk, the lecturer re¬ 
marked that we need not grumble, but the 
fraudulently inclined .sometime* diluted hit 
milk to such au ox tent a* to require the ad¬ 
dition uf starch or chalk in order to give the 
w hite color of milk and bring up the specific 
gravity so us not to be too uasiiy delect¬ 
ed. The adulterations of milk, the Doctor 
said, should be closed a* deleterious 
to health, from tho fact that many, young 
and old, depended almost entirely upou the 
food iu order to sustain life, aud it must fol¬ 
low that the usu of milk that was in any 
way tampered with, would produce injury 
to tbe health. Theu tbo other articles were 
taken up and discussed in detail, the adul¬ 
teration jtrcuiiar to each being pointed out 


and the method of detection, as far as possi¬ 
ble, clearly explained and illustrated. The 
next lecture will be given Mondny, March 3, 
tbe subject holng, “Chlorine and Its Com¬ 
pounds. ” Friday noxt being a legal holi¬ 
day, there will be no lecture in the ladies’ 
course, the next lecture coming Friday week.

•The plans of the proposed new building lo be 
erected here by Englinh canlialUis will b- kept 
on exhibition three days at the architect s office, 
when they will te sent to Loudon for the Inspec¬ 
tion of the directors Five locations for the 
structure have been under consideration. Fourth 
street. Fifth stieet. Eighth street. Ninth street. 
Twelfth street and Uashingtoti avenue. Hie 
directors, aided by tho agent who l»a< been 
attending to their Interests here, will dr. ide ut-ou 
tne locution. If Twellth street Is oprued up to 
rranklin avenue at a uniform width of 150 fi-et 
and the property holder* give the company the 
proper encouragement. the building w.il 
be likely to go up there, other wise 
some of the ether sdes will b- sele. t- 
ed. A description of the building bus 
already been published. In design it is of ttie 
earliest Renaissance of the Persian. Grecian and 
Italian period* of the fifth century Byxmtine. It 
will have a frontage of 217 fret, with two l!r»nk 
wines fronting 1*'5 feet on the streets at either 
sideof it. ’Hie favored location is on Twelfth 
street, between Olivo and l.ooust streets, and 
thesa dimensions have been made to 111 tout 
ground, but can easily be changed in c»*--i a new 
site is selected.

It Is then alleged 
that Controller Knox, knowing the bank was In¬ 
solvent. issued a certificate permitting and au¬ 
thorizing an Illegal increase of tho capital, thus 
aiding and abetting the Director* in their fraud¬ 
ulent attempt to change the relations of llioae 
who had puid In their money on account of a 
portion or tho Increased capital from that of 
creditors of the bonk to that of shareholders 
there n, without their knowledge nr consent, and 
thus appropriating their money to the pay man t 
of other creditors of the banlt. and attemptimr to 
defraud them still further by making them liable 
ss shareholders to an assessment of 100 per cent, 
upon said fraudulently tecrenasd capital, for the 
purpose of paying other creditor* of ihc bank.

The Break In Petroleum. 

Fork Commercial BuUettn, Feb. J6.J 
To tho extreme surprise of the trade yester¬ 
day. the price fur refined was reduced seven- 
eighths of a cent pei gallon. As a rule, fluctua¬ 
tions ran down from time to time about one- 
eighth of a cent, and this unusual change has 
been verv litrgely commented upon, and attract 
ed the attention of the general trade, lu addi¬ 
tion to tlie reduction In refined in Iwrreh, ca^e 
oil was reduced fire-t-lghth* of n cent. It In a 
well known fact that refluura nre mnsr^rs of the 
situation, being nearly ail combined, hut 
tne purpose of reducing tlie price lor re¬ 
fined to such 11 great exteut is not clear- 
l» understate!. It Is true crude for the past few 
days ho*» declined considerably, having closed 
lust evening at $1 0:*^. ng.tinst $t 10 a few days 
since. This, it is claimed, was brought about 
by the heavy selling of long oil held for some 
time past. ami. owing to the heavy cost u f ear¬ 
ning, together with in^urnnre and other 
charge*, holders concluded to sell out. This was 
first begun by an old oil firm aud supposed to 
have relation* with the leading refiners. Thl* 
selling fever onco b* gun wuii followed up by 
many otbers, and tlie result is now shown. The 
only claim refiners can set forth with their action 
yestentav is chiefly based on the decline In 
crude. They were in a position, if they wanted 
to bold out, lo maintain the price for re fined, 
there being no outside opposition that they 
feared. A decline like that of yesterday 
hna not beeu experienced in mai.y years 
nnd since 1870. when n fined oil, before tne 
great Bradford field was discovered, sold away 
up at 2efj32 cents. Changes of this nature have 
been experienced but a few time* In the year 
1880. It Is thought that the rfleet of the vaxt re¬ 
duction of yesterday will demoralise Europe. If 
not create a panic there. Exporter* who hate 
purchased recently and have not yet sold their 
i-argor* must inevitably suffer If succor in the 
sliAito of an advunce does no: soon come. Owing 
to the low rate which has prevailed for ocean 
tonnage for months past, many here were in¬ 
duced to purchase refined oil at or aboutVHtt&bH 
cent* for <0* Ab»*l teat, ami others were compell¬ 
ed to purchase oil for vessels chartered prior to 
arrival at rates for the vessel* much higher thao 
are now ruling. The present quoted rale for re- 
fined oil vessels Is about 2s per bbl to direct ports 
l nited Kingdom or Continent — almost un- 

f irecedented in the history of petroleum 
or its cheapness; while vessels now hid¬ 
ing. or houtui hence, chartered prior to 
arrival. obitUnod in tho vicinity of .’Is 3d 
per bbl. The result of the remarkable reduction 
III tne price yeMtenlay of refined must certainly 
be serious to exporters who have not disposed of

Not a 
war. nnd scarcely a month, pa**** that such 
j>ot»(>ning* are not recorded iu our Europe#a 
exchanges. 

During the post winter In Louisville ty¬ 
phoid fever wus unusually abundant aud is 
still prevalent. It is confined to no locality 
urid to no class of society. In tho cases 
which have come under our observation 
there was apparently no local cause of tho 
lever. 

Typhoid is, lu Kentucky at least, a greater 
scourgo of the rural district# and village# 
than of the cities. It is said to have lately 
prevailed to a large extent iu the vicinity of 
Louisville, lu the households of three dairy¬ 
men near the city typhoid bos prevailed 
this winter we are informed. We suggest 
to our Board of Health the propriety of in¬ 
specting the neighboring dairies. It is not 
pleasant to think of taking typhoid poison 
iu our milk aud ice-cream, but it is well to 
think of its possibility and promptly to insti¬ 
tute preventive measures.

The United States Circuit and District 
Court opened yesterday morning. The equity 
docket was called at 10 o'clock, and a few 
motions were made, but nothing of im¬ 
portance was d iue beyond tiling the answer* 
of R. H. Crittenden aud his sureties to the 
suit that was instituted some time ago by 
the United fttates. The iu it was to recover 
money which it was alleged Crittenden had 
failed to pay# over from his collec¬ 
tion* while serving as United State* 
Marshal of this district from 1881 
to April, 1882. The petition also charged 
negligence on the part of Crittenden and 
hi* deputies during their term of service. 

In Lus answer the ex-Marshal denies all the 
allegation* made by the plaintiff that either 
he or his deputies were negligent, or that 
they failed to comply with any orders which 
they bad received. He denies that ne ever 
refused to pay over any money which he bad 
collected, and protests Thu*, his account* were 
correct. He declared that he is at all times 
ready and willing to have his accounts exam¬ 
ined, and asserts that an inspection of them 
will show that not only 1» he not indebted to 
the United States in the sum sued for, 
but that the plaintiff is justly indebted to 
defendant in the sum ot $10,564 44. the 
urnount paid out by him in expenses and fees 
to deputies in excess of what he rrceired. 
His securities make substantially the same 
answer. 

A counter suit and petition were also filed 
by Crittenden and his sureties for the $10,- 
564 44 which he alleges is due him for ser¬ 
vices and expenditures.

How Mrs. Rice Was Treated for Defy¬ 
ing Her High-strung, But Un- 
sympathetic, Nurse. 


THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


Lieut. Got. Hindman appointed Senator 
L. M. Marlin, of Harrison county, to the 
vacancy on the Joint Legislative Committee 
to Investigate Anchorage Asylum, occa¬ 
sioned by the illness of Senator W. W. 
Bush. Senator Bush arrived yesterday morn¬ 
ing in time to take his place in the examina¬ 
tion. 

Mr. S. L. Oarr. President of the Board of 
Commissioners of tbe Asylum, presented a 
request from that body asking that they be 
permiMad to employ legal counsel to look 
after their interest before tbe committee, 
w hich was unanimously granted. 

Three wituesses were examined at the ses¬ 
sion yesterday, and some of the testimony 
was startling, to say the least. The first one 
called was 

DR. J. R. RAMSEY, 

who had been, up to recently, an employe of 
the asylum. His testimony was in substance 
as follow*; 

“I am thirty-one yean* of age. 1 am a 
physician, and a graduate of th* Kentucky 
School of Medicine. Since September, 187S. 

I have practiced medicine. Dr. Forbes ap¬ 
pointed me at that time an attendant in the 
Anchorage Asylum; I wa# also in charge of 
the drug department under Dr. Kellar. Af¬ 
ter Dr. Gale was appointed Superintendent 
of the asylum he put me on duty as a regular 
physician in the colored ward. I continued 
niy duty in tbe drug department and made 
rounds tbe same as Dr. Gale or any other 
physician; sometimes I wrote and fillod pre¬ 
scriptions myself. I was at tbe asylum until 
July 25, 1879, when I resigned on account 
of the salary. I was pleased with Dr. Gale 
and my treatment in general at the institu¬ 
tion. After resigning l went to Colorado. 
Last July Dr. Gale telegraphed me, asking 
me to return to the asylum, stating he had 
some new rules be w-nnted me to help him en¬ 
force. I accepted, and have been there ever 
•luce, in tbe drug department and practicing 
in the colored ward. 1 also made round* iu 
tbe female wards in tbe absence of the regu¬ 
lar physician. 1 remained in that capacity 
until last Saturday, when I resigned. 1 was 
also a supervisor; my duty in that capacity 
being to see that things were kept in order m 
all the wards. 

IF ANYTHING WAS WRONG 
I reported it to Dr. Gale—that is. if it was 
important; otherwise I remedied it rnyself. 

I made reports in writing, and also ver¬ 
bally. Dr. Gale was the only superior 
I recognized. Iu the drug department there 
were some irregularities to which I called his 
attention. Oue of them was the fact that 
whisky was being issued to employe*. I also 
told Dr. Gale that I was annoyed by negroes 
and other employes running into the drug 
department after whisky. {Sometimes they 
would have an order tor 

WHISKY FOR PICK, TOM AND HARRY. 

“At one time three negroes* came iu with 
au order reading, ‘Drinks for three.’ It was 
signed by Dr. Riley, and I filled it, of course. 

I told Dr. Gale of this, and he said be would 
correct it, although it w&* never stopped. 
Dr. Riley is now second assistant physician 
at the asylum. I don’t remembercnmplain- 
ing but one time of this matter to Dr. Gale. 
For a while these order* camti in at tbe rate 
of 20 or 25 in a week. 

“Another thing that wasn't right was that 
I took a drink occasionally myself. Dr. 
Gale asked mo not to drink when I first went 
there, and 1 promised him I would not. Just 
after New Year Dr. Gale reprimanded me 
fordoing too much talking—he said it must 
be stopped; he said if 1 had a complaint to 
make to make it to him, not to tbe Commis¬ 
sioners. Dr. Gale snid I had injured myself 
by talking to tbe Commissioner about Dr. 
Irvin. He also thought 1 had been instru¬ 
mental in getting published an account of 
Dr. Irvin's cruelty to a patient. At tbe 
same interview he accused me of drinking, 
and 1 admitted that I had been. I was, in 
fact, drunk one night at a public ball at the 
asylum. 

“THINGS WERE SO HORRIBLE 
1 had to get full in self-defense. Before this 
I had talked with Commiasioner Oarr on 
several occasions about tho affairs of tho asy¬ 
lum, and this is what I)r, Gale referred to 
in the conversation alluded to. No physi¬ 
cian except Dr. Riley ever hign*d a prescrip¬ 
tion for whisky. Sometimes prescription* 
came to my department which I could not 
fill, in which case I reported the fact to Dr. 
Gale and an order for the missing ingredient 
was at once made out and sent to tbe city. 

“As to Ill-treatment in the asylum, 1 
know of ono instance in particular. It oc¬ 
curred about tbe 1st of December last. Dr. 
Riley had gone to the city, and Dr. Gala 
sent for me, saying: ‘Mrs. Rice is very un¬ 
ruly; give her one teaspoonful fluid extract 
of jaroarandi and two teaspoonfuls fluid ex¬ 
tract of dogwood. If it don’t quiet her, re 
peat the dose.' I mixed the ingredients and 
went into the female ward to administer the 
dose. I saw Miss Wagoner, the attendant, 
anti told her what I wanted. She 

WENT WITH ME TO THE CAGE 
where the patient was locked. The patient 
was lying very quiet, with her face to the 
wall. Miss Wagoner caught hold of her 
roughly und rolled her out on tbe floor. She 
then jumped on Mr*. Rico's hraast, kneeling, 
and tried to force her mouth open with a 
large iron key she carried in her pocket. I 
remonstrated against such cruelty, but she 
continued, saying that Mrs. Rice bad defied 
her, and she was teaching her a lesson. I 
said Dr. GaJe did not want a patient treated 
in this manner, but she would not desist, nnd 
got the key in tbe woman's mouth, knocking 
out her false teeth and making her mouth 
bleed. I offered the medicine, but she did 
not take it. She threw up a mouthful of 
bloo4,into the tumbler 1 was holding. I put 
it down, and went indignantly to Dr. Gale 
to protest against 

BL’QH UNNECESSARY CRUELTY 
as Mis# Wagoner was practicing. Dr. Gale 
said be would see about it, but so far us 1 
know he did uothing at the time. Mrs. Rico 
was laced tightly in a straight-jacket at the 
tune the nteve occurred. 

“Lost .Saturday, after 1 resigned, I met 
I*r. Gale, and be spoke of .Miss Wagoner and 
the Rice case, saying ue had looked into tho 
matter, aud there was uothing iu it. I nlso 
spoke to Commissioner Garr ou tho same 
subject, but ho did not question me particu¬ 
larly about it aud i did uot go into details. 
Miss VV agoner is in charge of the ward iu 
which tbn occurred now. I have no per 
son/U knowledge of anv other cruel treat¬ 
ment of patients by Mis* Wagoner, except 
that the would make the patients under her 
set up and keep quiet all day long, just like 
children in a Sunday-school. She would 
not allow them to speak to each other I 


think Dr. Riley know of this mistreatment 
of Mrs. Rice. 

“A blind Presbyterian miuistor named 
McDonald was coufiued in tbe asylum as a 
pay patient. He w as there perhaps four 
months, when he died. A month and three 
days before his death be Ml off a porch, and 
it was reported to tbe office. Dr. Galo went 
to him and examined him. McDonald said 
bis leg was hurt, and Dr. Gale took hold of 
it and manipulated it, the man in perfect 
agony all tbe time. Dr. Gale said there was 
nothing the matter, and walked back to his 
office, where he met Dr. Irvin, but nothing 
was snid about tbe fall of McDonald, i was 
with Dr. Ltale all this time. The uext day I 
passed through the room where McDonald 
was lying on a common wooden bench. He 
called me piteously and pleaded with me 
not to 

LET HIM SUFFER SO. 

Hi* leg was hanging down, or dangling over 
the bench. I spoko to the attendant*, ask¬ 
ing why he was not in bed. They said Dr. 
Irvin had ordered that he be kept up; there 
was nothing the matter with him; be was a 

d-old hypocrite. After about ten days 

McDonald’s attendants complained that his 
bowels were ruuning off terribly, and Dr. 
Gale gave me a proscription to fill for him to 
stop this. All this time the man was kept 
sitting up in a chair, and had got terrible 
bed-sores all over him. Dr. Irvin's atten¬ 
tion was called to him, but when an attend¬ 
ant told him Dr. Galo had presented for 
McDonald he declined to have any thing to 
do with tho case. Dr. Gale afterward in¬ 
formed me that he had ordered Irvin to at¬ 
tend the muu. The day before he died an 
attendant put him in bed, against orders. 
I went to see him after his death. My at¬ 
tention was called to the 

HORRIBLE RED-SORES 

on him. I uoticed his legs, and tho ono that 
wa* hurt was at least two inches shorter 
than the other. I called Dr. Riley to exam¬ 
ine the man. and we found that Re had sus¬ 
tained a fracture and probably a dislocation 
at the knee-joint. The accident had occurred 
more than a month before. Dr. Riley re¬ 
ported that the men died of ‘exhaustion.’ 

“1 spoke to Dr. Gale about this case, bat 
bo cut me off. saving, ‘Just lot that matter 
rest.’ Dr. Rilev,* I think, reported aportiou 
of this case to Mr. Garr. He said be would 
report it to the Commissioner*. I think the 
fracture might have beeu discovered before 
tho man's death by a good physician." 

RESTRAINTS. 

“The restraints used are muffs, straight- 
jacket*,, and crib-beds or cages. Tbe latter 
is a kind of lied made of coarse wire, stand¬ 
ing about two feet from tbe floor on short 
legs. A mattress is put in it, and if this is 
not too large the patient can turn over and 
be comfortably—that is. if he is encumbered 
by no other restraint. The muff is made of 
leather, sod fastens about the wrists of 
patients who are in the habit of tearing 
their clothes, etc. The straight-jacket is a 
kind of tight-fitting corset w ith arm* to it, 
laciug up the back. 1 have seen patients 
whose skin bad been broken by wearing 
these restraints, but in every instance I 
know of remedies were alw ays applied. 

“1 have known of patients being dis¬ 
charged as cured, and then brought back in 
a few days. One case was that of Wusi? 
Campbell, who lived at Thirteenth aud Mag 
asune streets in this city. 1 brought her m 
to her home, and she was hysterical and 
crying all the*way. When 1 left her at the 
house she made such a noise she attracted a 
largo crowd around the front galo. 1 got 
aw ay as soon a* possible. 

BATHING OR DUCKING? 

“On one occasion a patient struck another 
with a lump of coal. Dr. Gale told me to 
‘give him a good bath;’ he did not say duck 
him. I told the attendant* whut Dr. Gale 
bad said, but they said they would not do it 
unless 1 took the responsibility—they were 
afraid of the grand jury. We compromised 
the matter by fixing tbe man fora ducking— 
put on handcuffs aud other things—and sim¬ 
ply put him In a tub of water. 

“Patient* get two meals a day in winter, 
unless they work out, when they get three. 
Employes get three meals. 

“East, w ho at out timo killed another pa¬ 
tient, is still at tbe asylum. He was dis¬ 
charged once, but wa* brought back in two 
weeks. He is usually quiet. 1 have heard 
ol no violence sinc e his return. 

“J have seen patient* wearing chains. A 
mau uuiued Torn i lark, in the Seventh ward, 
wore them for a long time. Dr. .Clark, i 
think, had them lakon off. The chain was 
fastened around his neck, around his waist 
and at ui* wrists; it ran from tbe neck to 
waist down the back. I have heard of no 
violence from him since the chains were 
taken off. The chains were on him at least 
throe yean*. He was always considered a 
dangerous lunatic. He is now an embeciJe 
more than nnylbiug else. His malady at 
fir*t was epileptic fits. I have heard no 
complaints from attendants since the re¬ 
straint-* were taken off this mau. They have 
been off about six weeks. 

DID NOT WANT TO TESTIFY. 

“I told Commissioner Garr 1 did not want 
to come before this committee, but wauted 
to go on to Colorado. 1 have talked to other 
Commissioners; they did uot advice me to 
come before tho committee.” 

The witness did not answer directly the 
question whether any Commissioner or any 
iktsoii had advised him uot to com* before 
tb“ committee. 

Dr. Jefferson cross-examinod the witness 
on the supposed fracture iu McDonald's case. 
Wituvs* suid it wu* generally the doctor's 
place to discover the fracture aud tell tbe 
patieut—uot the patient*# place to find it out 
and tell the doctor. He did not kuow that 
Dr. Gale ever saw the patient alter that day 
he fell. “I believe the man’s death wm has¬ 
tened by the lack of medical attention. In 
a fracture the principal treatment is rest; I 
have stAted the facilities for rest afforded 
McDonald. Tho diarrhea set in ten day# 
after the Injury. The attendants knew of 
tho ted-*ores before his death, but I know of 
nothing having been done to allovlat* them. ’ * 

Tbe witness was cross-uxaruined by Mr. 
Russell fur tbe Commissioner*. He Raid be 
had had a conversation with Commissioner 
Owen since his resignation, iu which bu gave 
his reasons for leaving, and also told him of 
some mistreatment of the asylum. Owen 
said such things should not bu tolerated. He 
reported the fact that whisky was teing 
given to employes to Dr. Gale some timo be- 
tweeu July ami Christmas. When he first 
went to the asylum some of the attendants 
bad key* to th* drug room, aud would go in 
and help themselves. Dr. Gale stopped this, 
however, and gAve witness tbe only key. 
Whisky prescriptions came in after this, and 
the fact wu* reported to Gal* but once. 
Commissioner Garr had also teen informed 
of tbe whisky matter. Mi** Wagoner cAmo 
to the asylum last fall; tho mistreatment al 
laded to had occurred about December 1. 
The medicine was given Mr*. Rice after tbe 
key was 

THRUST INTO HER MQCTH, 
and she spit it back or threw it up into the 
glass again. Ha did all he could to prevent 
this cruel treatment by Miss Wagoner. 
There bad been ill-feeling between tha fami¬ 
ly of witueasand Mis# Wagoner, which had 
existed ever since the latter'* treatment of 
Mrs. Rico bad been reported to f)r. Gale. 
The witnu.-«* had beard that Mlss Wagoner 
had been discharged from th* Indianapolis 
Asylum for cruelty, aud also from a school 
in Indiana tor cruelty to children. 

The witness said lie told Dr. Gale that Mc¬ 
Donald was in a bad condition after he fell, 
but nevor spoke of a fracture until after his 
death. Me tell five feet to the ground; he 
had been in th* habit of walking on this 
porch alone. II* was somewhat emaciated 
when he arrived at the asylum. Witness 
did not know of th* bedsores before ms 
death. 

“A man named John Drahl was also in 
chains wb*n Dr. Gale came to tbe asylum, 
but be had them removed. The man is in the 
asylum now. There was gross mistreatment, 
iu my mind, in both the McDonald and Rice 
rases. I charge uo mistreatment again.-t Dr. 
Gal* or the Commissioner*. 1 aui not certain 
about Dr. Galo having examined into the 
Rice case. He told me lost Saturday he had, 
but found nothing in it. 1 think the Com¬ 
missioner* investigated the McDonald ca#e at 
their first meeting after the accident oc¬ 
curred. I wa* an applicant for lrviu’6 place 
after ho resigned. I did uot get it." 

The witness said that Dr. Gale generally 
made a vuit through the wards once a week. 

MRS. JENNIE L. SWOPE 
w as tho uext witness. She is a sister of 
Katie Tabb. She testified that she visited 
the asylum three weeks ago. accompanied by 
her bus baud and her^ sister's uusb&ud, Mr. 
Bridges. 8he wa* with her sister perhaps 
half an hour. She thought her mind much 
improved, but her physical condition was 
bad—also wan greatly emaciated. fter 
sister complaiued of teing bound down in 
her cuair, but said the nurse treated 
h.r kindly. “I questioned the nurse," 
continued Mr*. Swope, “concerning ten- be- 
liivior; she said my sister was veiy quiet, 
and caused no trouble. .VIy tester 1 * elbow* 
were skinned; the uurse said she did that 
herself picking at them. They promised to 
put her in a quiet ward, but have neverciono 
*o. Miss Black, a former atteudant, «ays 


“h* is in the worst ward in tbe aeylura. 
When we went to tbe asylum to see Kate we 
met Dr. Gale; we told him plainly who we 
were and what we wanted, but he said wa 
could uot see her—we should have called 
earlier in the day. (It was then dinner 
time.) Ho 

SPOKE VERY UNFEELINGLY 
to us concerning our sister, and *aid she wa* 
a hopeless case; that sho know us wa* uo §ign 
of sanity, because even a dog knew bis m'>»- 
ter. He afterward allowed the nurse to 
take us out to where she was. Wo gave her 
somo turkey aud biscuits we had brought 
her, which she ate with a relish; she drank a 
gla*sofnii]k almost in one swallow. The 
nurse said the food we gave her made 
her sick—it woe so different from 
what she usually got. We were 
not admitted into' tbe regular ward 
in which she was confined. We saw her in 
the nurse'* ward. While in the room, Katie 
raised the window, in order to get fresh air. 
Tho nurse told me she bad never beeu out of 
tbe ward in which she vns confined since her 
arrival there. Dr. Gale's conduct to us was 
very rude. He did not want to let us see 
our sister at all, and then he spoke of her as 
if she were 

NO BETTER THAN A DOO.” 

Mr. Fleming crots-examiaed the witness. 
Her husband had introduced himself to Dr. 
Gale as Katie Tabb’s brother-in-law. That 
was her only visit to the asylum. She w as 
with her sister about one-quarter of an 
hour. 

MISS rDA HALL, 

a former employe of the asylum, was next 
examined. “I went to the asylum in Janu¬ 
ary, 1880. 1 have been away two years 

last September. 1 was for some time in tbe 
ward and afterward a night-watcher. I 
don’t know of any mistreatment—I saw 
none. Asatreudant I was in charge of 20 to 25 
patients. My duty as night-watchman was 
to mnke a trip t hrough the ward every hour 
to see if every thing was quiet. Tho food 
in the asylum is better than that usually 
eaten by the middle classes in this city. Un 
one occasion I ducked a patient. In duck¬ 
ing, the patient (or victim) is taken to tbe 
bath-room, a tub is half filled with water 
and the patient s head i# held down under 
the water until she gives up or tbe atteudant 
thinks she has bad enough. Tbe length of 
time the patient is held under depends on the 
amount of humanity in the attendant s 
breast. 1 don't know that duckiug is 
practiced a* a remedy. I never knew 
of any bad results from its practice. 1 never 
ducked but one patient—a Mrs. Dope. I 
was in the batb-ryom bathing her, when she 
turned upon me and began fighting. I 
pitched her iuto the tub and held beraown 
uutil she promised to let me alone. Ducking 
is practiced m all institutions of this kiud 
that I have ever been in. We 

GOT ORDERS TO USE RESTRAINTS 
from the Superintendent, the Assistant Su- 
rmtendeut, th* Matron or physician, 
hen we us* restraints without orders we 
always report it to one of these. Dr. Irvin 
aud I were not good friends, and 1 seldom 
spoke to him. 1 never saw any Ill-effect 
from tbe use of restraints. At the St. Joe insti¬ 
tution uo restraints aroused—w hen a patient 
is obstreperous they administer an opiate. I 
prefer restraints. Anchorage is superior in 
many respects to the St. Joe Asylum. I 
uever was given instruction* to duck a pa¬ 
tient, so I dou’t know whother they would 
say ‘duck* or ‘bathe.’ A numter of attend¬ 
ants have ducked patients. I bathed Mrs. 
Pope by myself, as none of the other patients 
would assist, being afraid of her. 8b* bad a 
bad reputation, and was called a fighting 
patient. I never complained to the Matron 
that this patient was hard to handle. So far 
as food is concerned, it is better thau that 
furnished at Little Rock and as good as that 
at Sc. Joe. Dr. Gala did medical work in 
my ward, and when putieats were very sick 
I called him in. I never had trouble in 
bathing Mrs. Pope after that time." 

Witness waft cross-ex a mined by Mr. Flem¬ 
ing; “I have been in several institutions be¬ 
sides Anchorage. The same restraint# were 
used at Liuie Rock a* here, except the crib 
bud*. And they would have them, but the 
Legislature would make uo appropriation 
to buy them. Dr. Forbes thought them a 
necessity. 

I STRUCK A PATIENT 

once for saying some vile things at the table. 
I was ashamed of it afterwurd. and told Dr. 
Gale so. He reprimanded me for it. If 
Job were living now b* would lose patience 
with that woman. I aw three cases of re¬ 
straint in Little Rock, Mil of them needed. 
In my opinion the insane must be controlled 
to be cured. Dr. (rale always answered 
calls and treated patients kindly, so far as I 
know. I never felt backward about ap¬ 
proaching Dr. Gale on any subject." 

The committee adjourned at this point un¬ 
til 10 o'clock to day. A summons was is¬ 
sued for Mr. Hugh Barclay, who claims that 
be was detained in the a*vlum when a sano 
man. 

In the report of Saturday's proceedings, it 
was said patients were not allowed to cor¬ 
respond witti their friends. I>r. Gale say* 
this is an error; that they are allowed to 
write. 


Ilow It !■ Hone. 

fTo the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 

Louisville, F«b. 18.—For th* beuetit ot 
a great many renders, you will confer a 
great favor by informing them through your 
columns how the measurement of the river 
is obtained. A. Bet. 

Ansiver —The measurement of the river, 
when in its normal stage, is taken from the 
Government gauge at the head of the Louis¬ 
ville and Portland canal, near tbe foot of 
Tenth street. This gauge, which is on the 
north side of the canal, cut in the stone wall, 
is divided into feet and tenths, and its maxi¬ 
mum record, 201*' feet, is even with the sill 
of tbe look of the canal. When the water 
passes over this mark, a guago ou the same 
side of the eauol and ouly a short distance 
above the Government, gauge is used. It 
records the water from 20^ feet to feet. 
It is on a wdoden beam, but i* a good sub¬ 
stantial gauge, and was erected by the cbuaI 
company a good mauy years ago. At the 
foot of tbe canal there is another Govern¬ 
ment gauge, but this gives only the depth of 
watar in the channel, which is 26 feet more 
water than at the head of tbe cnnal and 24 
feet more than on the falls. Along the river 
front there are a numter of private gauge*; 
the one at tbe foot of Fourth street, made by 
Falls Pilot Pink Varble, is tbe most reliable, 
and records tbe height of water on tbe falls 
to tbe depth of 16 feet.

He was n 
brother to ex-Alderman Jack Jameson, and 
wa* not married. 


OBITUARY. 

Klrhnrd George Itndway. 

Among the deaths chronicled in New York 
la*t week was that of Richard George Mid¬ 
way, a gentleman widely known in tho 
United 8tatos. Dr. Rad way was in hi* 
fifty-sixth year, and was born in England. 
He came to this country in early years, and 
wa# educated at Mount Pleasant Academy 
in Sing Sing, Now York. Hu» mind soou 
gar* evidence of a scientific bent, and he 
applied himself closely to chemical analysis 
with such signal success that he soon occu¬ 
pied a high position in this special field of 
learning. Upon being graduated, Dr. Rad- 
way entered upon bis business career, which 
has been long and wonderfully successful, in 
partnership with his brother, the late Dr. 
John Rad way, and P. C. Van Wyck. At 
first they were located in Pearl street, New 
York, but the business grew so rapidly 
under their careful management that tfiey 
subsequently removed to Fulton street, thon 
to Maiden Lane, and eventually to 32 War¬ 
ren street. 

For upwards of thirty-five years Dr. Rad¬ 
way was of the firm of Rad way & Co., pro¬ 
prietors of the medicines which bear their 
name. 

Dr. Radwav was noted throughout his busy 
life for z,eal and unflagging energy in busi¬ 
ness; for sterling integrity and upright deal¬ 
ings with all with whom he was thrown into 
contact; for bis charities and benevolences 
and for bis warm and lasting friendship*. 
Tho business world found in him a progressive, 
honest tradesman, his casual acquaintances a 
pleasant companion nnd hi* intiamt* friends 
a large-hearted and noble man. By all, his 
sudden death will be sincerely mourned. Dr. 
Rad way was a member of tbe New York 
Produce Exchange, the Board of Trade and 
the Chamber of Commerce. His death oc¬ 
curred at his late residence in New York 
City, where, surrounded by his family and 
numerous friends, he passed away with 
peaceful resignation. 

Dr. C. C. Graham on ihe Weather. 

[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 

Being daily asked. “Doctor, you have 
lived a long time, but did you ever *ee such 
a spall of weather ?” No; nor did I ever see 
such a flood. What has it to do with the 
weather? It has everything to do with it. as 
from the well-knowrv laws of science it could 
not be otherwise—tho snow aud ice-water 
coming down from the Allegheny into’tbe 
basin of the Ohio and meeting tbe warm air, 
chills the vapor to a fog and almost to deute 
frost or snow, and the smoke in our city, mix¬ 
ing with tho dense air, add* to the gloom. You 
have ofteu in cold weather seen a vapor-like 
smoke rise from the pits iu our streets that is 
quickly condensed to a fog, while in the sum¬ 
mer when the temperature is even or equal 
the vapor dissolves into air. lu the dis¬ 
tillation of w hisky the beat sends up an in¬ 
visible vapor, but the still pipe or worm 
running through cold water condenses it 
into a visible and solid fluid. At the Belize 
(mouin of the Mississippi) there is when ti e 
snow water of the Rocky mountains comes 
down and meets the warm air at the gulf a 
perpetual fog no dense »ometime«as to drown 
the signal lights, and I was once detained 
there twenty-four hours, the vessel beating 
up against mud banks iu search of the chan¬ 
nel. Within the burning tropics moun¬ 
tains rear their hoary heads info 
the region of oternal snow# and in 
and around their tops is seen n perpetual 
dark cloud from tbe condensed vapor. The 
region of perpetual congelation ih our par¬ 
allel is but about 10,000 feet above 
the sea level, *o it does not take 
long to produce a change of weath¬ 
er. and whenever you see the smoke and 
asbei puff down thechimuey iuto your room, 
look out for a quick change. Tho atenued 
about an unforiunato cbnuge in our climate 
need not bo uneasy, as the present gloom is 
but local and temporary, and our city will 
brighten up as the cold flood runs out. It is 
an Ul wind that blows uobody good. The 
malarious evaporation from the slimy banks 
will give tho doctors a harvest, and there 
will be a great run after Winierwuith’s chill 
cure.
